Judge Roberts, of Eastman, Talks of 
Those Dodge Land Cases, 


BELIEVES INNOCENT MEN ARE SUFFERING 


And That They Were Not Guilty of Cone 
spiracy —Some Interesting History 
About the Landsin Dispute. 


McRae, Ga., June 28.—(Special.)—Your 
@Gorrespondent met Judge D. M. Roberts, 
of Eastman, today and obtained from him 
@ full statement in regard to the land title 
trouble in Dodge and adjoining counties. 
Judge Roberts, as lawyer and judge of the 
superior court -of this circuit, has had as 
good opportunities to inform himself on 
all points at issue in regard to these land 
troubles as any man in the state. 

Judge Roberts said: 

“There are many good people in this 
portion of the country who believe that 
the conspiracy so often referred to, that 
resulted in the killing of Captain Forsyth 
and the conviction of L. A. Hall, the Lan- 
casters, Knight. and Clements, is the crea- 
ture of some very fertile imagination, so far 
as Hall and the two Lancasters are con- 
cerned. They believe that there wasma 
conspiracy, but they think it was gotten 
up on the other side of that case, and that 
these men today are suffering as the in- 
nocent victims of as foul a conspiracy as 
ever Was gotten up—a conspiracy that 
would have added to the inventive genius 
of a SilaS Oats in its concoction and execu- 
tion. This class of our citizenship is not 
willing to believe men guilty of heinous 
crimes upon the unsupported evidence of 
‘poor Lem Burch,’ a man who had de- 
scended to the very lowest depths of in- 
famy and degradation. They believe that 
his pneumonia was feigned and a misera- 
ble counterfeit, and that he purchased his 
pardon with perjury, plain and simple. We 
Would be untrue to our sentiments should 
we remain silent longer in the face of the 

-Slanders that are being uttered against 
our people. It is a well-known fact that 
three days after ‘poor Lem’ Burch’s return 
from Macon, where he was sworn as a 
Witness in the Hall case, he with several of 
his neighbors, was seen fox hunting in 
Sugar creek, and as this is a sport that re- 
Quires great exposure and exertion, we are 
led to the conclusion that his hemorrhage 
in Macon and his pretended pneumonia 
Was a miserable counterfeit and deception, 
and that its purpose was to mislead Judge 
Speer and others. These people today think 
honestly and conscientiously that in the 
enlargement of Burch a guilty man has 
escaped a merited punishment and that 
innocence is today sacrificed as the result 
and consequence of his perjury. 

“The story of the open grave and the 
coffin found in front of ‘poor Lem’ Burch’s 
house was proven then and admitted to 
be absolutely false. 

“It is true that 
azo there weré a great many 
forgeries committed in the counties 
of Dodge, Montgomery, Telfair and Lau- 
rens, and it is no doubt true that L. A. 
Hall was very prominently connected with 
these forgeries in connection with two 
morthern men by the names of Sleeper and 


several years 


Briggs, they assuming to act as agents of” 


the heirs of Colby, Chase and Crocker, who 
had previously owned all the land in these 
counties, granted by the state of Georgia 
to Peter J Williams and now claimed by 
Norman W, Dodge. These gentlemen, act- 
ing under this assumea authority, leased 
and sold these lands to a large number of 
people, and no doubt many bought from 
them knowing the weakness of the title 
wnder which they entered. Subsequently 
Mr. George E. Dodge filed a bill in the 
federal court enjoining Hall, Sleeper and 
Briggs from selling, leasing or in any way 
interfering with these lands. The case was 
pending fer some considerable time in the 
United States court and excited a great 
deal of interest at the time it was tried. 
A final decree was rendered in favor of 
George E. Dodge, correcting in some re- 
spects the deed under which he claimed 
these lands, and decreeing that the heirs 
of Colby, Chase and Crocker should exe- 
cute to him a deed of conveyance to all 
of the Tands embraced in the suit; also 
that Messrs, Hall, Sleeper and Briggs, and 
their privies in title, should be perma- 
Mently enjoined from selling, leasing or 
in any manner interfering with those 
lands. After the rendition of this decree 
the people associated with Hall in these 
transactions, as we are informed and know 
to be true, loyally acquiesced in the de. 
cision of the court, and those of them who 
did not subsequently purchase from Mr. 
Dodge the lands they had previously pur- 
chased from Hall, Sleeper and Briggs sur- 
rendered up all claims that they were set- 
ting up to the lands. 

‘There is not a single man embraced in 
Mr. Dodge's so-called bill of peace who is 
claiming title from Hall, Sleeper and 
Briges. These lands were granted to Peter 
J. Williams about 1837, by Williams deeded 
to Colby, Chase and Crocker, and ‘by 
Colby, (nase and Crocker to the Georgia 
Lumber Company, a Georgia corporation, 
‘Tne Georgia Lumber Company, after run- 
ning a large mill several years at Lumber 
City, on the Little Ocmulgee river in Tel- 
fair county, faiied in business and a large 
mumber of attachments were sued out by 
laborers and others to whom the company 
had become indebted. These attachments 
were sued to judgment, and under them 
executions issued to enforce th smae. 
Leander Hudson, sheriff of Laurens county, 
levied upori nearly all of the land lying 
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in the county of Laurens and sold it under | 
these fi. fas, making deeds to the purchas- 
ers. James Boyd; tax collector of Telfair 
county, about 1842 or 1843, issued tax exe-— 
cutions against. the Georgia Lumber Com- 
pany against all these lands, and under 
these executions they were sold and deeds 
made to the purchasers. It is also true 
that after the Georgia Lumber Company 
had disposed of these lands and the same 
had passed into the hands of Martin R, 
Green, Green had an agent through these 
counties who had power of attorney. au- 
thorizing him to sell these lands to any 
purchaser, the power of attorney be- 
ing of record in Telfair, Laurens and Mont- 
gomery superior courts, and that a targe 
number_of citizens of the above counties 
purchased these lands from him, receiving 
deeds for the same believing that they were 
getting agood title. 

“Now the squatters; or quite a large 
number of them, are men who purchased 
under the sheriff’s sale in Laurens county, 
the tax collector's sale in Telfair and the 
sales of Griffin, the agent of Martin R. 
Green, This is a simple statement of the 
facts and can be easily verified by the rec- 
ords of the counties above named and by 
other evidence. Some of these people Save 
lived on the land sa purchased for upward 
of forty years; others bought from the 
purchasers at these sales and have labored 
for long years improving their lands, and 
prior to the building of the old Macon and 
and Brunswick raHroad, now a part of the 
Southern system, they were not molested 
in their ownership, because the lands were 
considered almost worthless on account 
of the lack of transportation facilities; 
but as soon as the railroads started 
threough this section proceedings were 
commenced in the federal court at Savan- 
nah to dispossess those who purchased 
lands from the sheriff, the tax collector 
and Martin R. Green. Some of these suits 
were commenced before the war, and about 
the time the railroad was being graded, 
but for some cause not now remembered 
they were withdrawn, Other proceedings, 
however, were commenced subsequent to 
the war and after the railway had been 
completed. Few of these suits, we are in- 
formed, terminated satisfactorily to the big 
land company, and there was no com- 
plaint on the part of the people that they 
could not get justice before the late Juage 
Erskine,. who was then the honored judge 
of the federal court, and who was held ia 
high esteem by our people, the only prej- 
udice against the United States court at 
that time and as long as Judge Erskine 
presided over it being due to the fact that 
the great distance the people were required 
to go and the high fees demanded. by the 
lawyers to represent them made it too ex- 
pensive for the financial condition of our 
people. 

‘I do not know of any man embraced In 
Mr. Dodge’s bill of peage who was ever 
even remotely connected with Mr. Hall 
in the ownershi of these lands. Mr. 
Dodge seems to * from the tone of his 
defender’s article, a gentleman who is 
utterly incapable of anything lke wrong, 
and while we are not prepared to deny the 
assuption that this king can do no wrong, 
and the killing of his housecat would be 
high treason against the government, to 
suppress which all the Unfted States mar- 
shals would be ordered out, yet I feel 
constrained to refer to two little circum- 
Stances of history connected with this 
land matter that smack very strongly of 
something diametrically opposed to hon- 
esty and fairness, About 1879 or 1880 the 
Georgia legislature passed an act prohibit- 
ing any foreign corporation owning more 
than 5,000 acres of land in this state unless 
it should by a certain time mentionetl in 
said act be incorporated under the laws of 
the state of Georgia. The Dodges then 
claimed, under the corporate name of the 
Georgia Land and Lumber Company, all 
the land to which Mr. Norman W. Dodge 
now holds titles, but the law was evaded 
by the corporation transferring the proper- 
ty to George E. Dodge. The effect of this 
act would haye been to require tne Dodges 
to try all these land cases.in the state 
courts in thé several coynties where the 
lands are situated. More might be said on 
this little circumstance, but I will forbear 
for the present. The other little circum- 
stance of history is of late occurrence and 
fresh in the minds of our people, and is 
written in the blood of old man Lucius L. 
Williams, who was heartlessly murdered 
by deputy marshals because he refused to 
obey a summons of the federal court in a 
case growing out of the land troubles, In 
the first little circumstance of history the 
evader of the law was a rich corporation 
and it passed on unpunished, but the other 
littie circumstance: an old man disobeyed 
a summons because he said he did not feel 
that he could get justice in the United 
States court, as he felt assured by what he 
shad heard that the court Was thoroughly 
prejudiced against him, and for disobeying 
this summons he was shot to death while 
he lay sleeping on the front plazza of his 
son’s house. 

“The people here laugh at the assertion 
that L. L. Williams was implicated in the 
assassination of Captain Forsyth, and the 
idea, that he paid $300 into the conspiracy 
fund is utterly preposterous, as it is well 
known by everybody in this entire section 
who knew Williams at all that he never 
had as much as $100 at one time in 
the last twenty years. Lucius Williams was 
normaily dead broke. He provided for his 
family and educated his children, but he 
was not in the habit of handling large 
sums of money, and nobody here could ac- 
cept a statement that {s so utterly im- 
probable. This, in the language of a dis- 
tinguished philosopher, ‘is very much like 
a chimera floating through a vacuum.’ 
“There is another fraud I desire to call 
attention to, which is being perpetrated by 
Mr, Dodge, and is no doubt an imposition 
on the federal court. Mr. Dodge is using 
these bills of peace not only to recover 
the land embraced in Judge Speer’s decree, 
but he embraces in the same batches of 
lots lands that are not covered by the de- 
cree, notably lands sold under wild land 
tax executions that had been transferred 
and the title of which has been pro- 
nounced to be void by at least two adju- 
dications of the supreme court of Georgia. 

“In conclusion, I would say that there is 
not a man in Georgia who deprecates forg- 
ery more than I do. I abhor and detest it 
and utterly condemn it, whether it is the 
forgery of a land title, a bank check, or 
anything else.’’ 

Judge Roberts stated to The Constitution 
correspondent that he was with the people 
in this matter, as he knew they were be- 
ing imposed upon and that there are 
many other facts as shown by the records 
of Laurens, Montgomery, Telfair and 
Dodge counties that could be given ta 
utterly refute the many unwarranted slan- 
ders which have been circulated through 
the press and elsewhere.

He Speaks of the Mysterious } Henry 
Marder in New York, 
SOMETHING OF MYERS'S SCHOOL DAYS 


When a Youngster There Was Noth- 
ing of the Criminal in Him. 


HE WAS GENEROUS, THOUGH STUBBORN 


Myers Asked About the Encampment and 
Says Griffin Isa Hot Place--Caisolm 
Says Myers Is Innocent. 


One year ago those who knew Will J. 
Myers thought himgto be an open-hearted, 
generous-natured young man, whose ten- 
dencies were rather to the impulsive, but 
not to the viciously wicked. 

Now, the si me people are saying and have 
said: ‘Yes, I knew Myers, ] always thought 
thit there was something peculiar about 
him. I Knew he could never come to a 
good end.” fPeculiarities never before re- 
marked upon are referred to. They remem- 
ber how his eye was that of a criminal; his 
walk that of a budding tough and his whole 
appearance that of a man who would not 
hesitate to kill another man for money. 

Yet, can all this be true? 

For five years I have known Myers, hav- 
ing attended school with him for a year. 
Together we have hunted over the grounds 
where the body of Forrest Crowley was 
found dead, At school Myers was not a 
vicious boy. He devoted no special amount 
of energy to his studies, yet he was never 
last in his classes. He was given to athletic 
&ports and played baseball a great deal. 

Myers had a very strong will. He never 
attempted to lord it over any of the boys, 
but when he entered into an argument he 
usually won. He was known as “Cincinna- 
ti Bill,”” a name which he did not relish, It 
Was reported among the boys—and he ad- 
mitted it—that he had run away to Cin- 
Cinnati and had stolen his way on a freight 
train. It is impossible to say just how 
many boys envied Myers and determined tu 
do likewise when the first opportunity offer- 
ed. Finally, one of the boys did run away. 

Another name that Myers was given was 
‘Bulldog.’ He was rather proud of this 
name. It was given him because of his te- 
nacity. In games of baseball when his team 
Was almost surely defeated Myers would 
never give up hope. He always took a de- 
cidediy cheerful view of every situation that 
tended to go against hts wishes. He was 
not overbearing and never sought a fight, 
but he was very quick not to refuse one 
and was absolutely fearless, He was told 
One day to march on guard after school 
for some little omission. The time usually 
eiten was about an hour, The teacher over- 
locked him and it was a matter of histoty 
that he walked for six rours with a heavy 
&un and only stopped when the teacher 
came by on his way to an entertainment 
and gave him his dismissal after many apol- 
Ogies. 

It is quite certain that none of Myers’s 
old schoolmates can call to mind any act of 
his that would serve to indicate an abnor- 
mal mind or a lack of. moral sensibilities. 
He was a very generous fellow. Myers nev- 
er shirked a responsibility. He was not giv- 
en, at this time, to anything that would in- 
dicate that he was tough in the least, He 
despised the goody-goody boy and was sim- 
ply a healthy, normal schoolboy. At this 
time he was about fifteen years old. 

Will Myers as He Is Today. 

After nearly a year in jail, after going 
through two trials in both of which he was 
found guiity without a recommendation, 
and having had a date set for his execution, 
it is no small wonder that Myers’s expres- 
sicn of countenance is changed and that he 
looks very much like a criminal. This is 
not altogether true. He does not look like a 
criminal when he talks to any one he 
knows. In court he is plainly under a 
strain—a strain which is perceptible only by 
comparison with his manner in jail. 

Three or four years ago Myers was rath- 
er slim, but of athletic build. He is now 
stout, much taller and has a stoop that he 
did not then possess. He smokes cigarettes 
@ great deal, and is very nervous in conse- 
quence. His conduct in court is a matter of 
study with him. This was learned from 
nothing that he said, but from a question‘he 
asked and the expression that accompanied 
it. He feels a certain pride in his ability 
to show a stout front, and if he goes to the 
gallows—his attorneys say he will never 
hang—he will walk with a firm step and will 
die without the slightest unnerving. That 
ig simply his way. 

Reads the New York Papers, 

When I went into the rock portion of the 
jail and up to Myers’s cell ‘Little Charley’’ 
Chisolm, who is now 
serve ten years in the penitentiary, was 
perched on an iron rail just in front of My- 
ers’s cell and the two were talking. 

On the opposite side, Dr. Hanvey, the 
wife murderer, was pacing up and down. He 
looked nervously from side to side and 
walked in a stooping way. He is small and 
dissipated looking, He was in need of a 
shave and his face looked pale and hag- 
gard. His eyes, which are unusually large, 
appeared to be almost starting from their 
sockets. He walked as if in fear of attract- 
ing attention and looked as if he expected 
or feared that some wraith of misty form 
would rise suddenly before him and de- 
nounce his crime, 

“How did I do in court?” asked Myers, 
and when he was told that Hanvey was 
fearfully nervous an expression of almost 
ecorn came over his face. 

“Won't Hanvey hang?” asked Chisolm, 
balancing on the railing as he turned to look 
at him. “He walks that way all the time. 
He won't speak to anybody.” 

Myers was asked what he did all day to 
pass time. 

“Now, look here,” he replied, “I’ve been 
written up enough. I am sure I don’t de- 
serve all this. To tell you the truth.I don’t 
do much of anything. Since my last trial 
I have been kept locked up in this cell. It 
used to be Chisolm’s,” he added in a good- 
natured fashion, directing attention toward 
the alleged burglar. 

“I eat three meals a day,’’ Myers went on. 
"“T usually get to bed about 10 or 11 o’clock 
at night and sleep until about 10 o’cloek in 
the morning. I then eat breakfast. I eat 
dinner about 3 o’clock and supper about 7:30. 
That's all.’ 

*“‘Don’t you read any papers or books?” 

“Well, no,” answered Myers, “nothing but 
the New York papers.” 

Kept Up with the Henry Murder. 

“Have you read about the Henry mur- 
der?’ : 

‘That of the old man?’ asked Myers. 
“Yes, I have noticed the accounts and see 
that they arrested the bad son and suspect 
the good one.” 

“Well, what do you think about it?” 

“The evidence is circumstantial, but they 

have a hand print on the wall,” replied My- 
ers. 
In the cell are some pictures taken from 
a weekly which is not rated very high as a 
molder of fine sentiment, They were pic- 
tures from The Standard. 

“Good gracious,” said Myers, “don’t cred- 
it those to me. Chisolm put them up. He’s 
the responsible party.” 

“T’yé had trouble enough,” said Chisolm; 
“I'm not in this deal. Look here,’ he con- 
tinued, “Jim Latham got out of Columbus 
on June 26th.”’ 

In making reference to the fact that La- 
tham’s term was up, Chisolm used a word 
that.is classed with profanity. It happened 
that in cell 20, where Chisolm and four oth- 
ers bunk, there is a rule that permits none

of the occupants to indulge in profane lan- | 


guage. He was quietly withdrawn to a 
nearby and convenient cell and ‘there were 
soon sounds as if some ong were beating a 
carpet severely. When Chisolm emerged he 
was red in the face and those who went in 
to the cell with him were laughing. Some 
Ohne said tiat ‘they had given him three 


strokes with the “‘paddle.’* 


Asked About the Encampment. 

Myers was a member of thé Gate City 
Guard, and was always much interested in 
matters military. He asked about the en- 
Campment. : 

“Did the Fifth regiment go to Griffin?” 
asked Myers, as he rolled a cigarette in 
ceft fashion. 

He was told that the Fifth regiment did 
not go out this year and he then said: 

“That camp at Griffin js the hottest and 
dustiest place on earth in the summer time. 
I don’t see why it was ever selected, I was 
never in camp with any company but I staid 
there a couple of days and the heat was un- 
bearable. It must be awful with a fellow 
in uniform, coat buttoned up, and carrying 
a gun.” 

Hoped Atlanta Would Win. 

“Say, there’s a baseball game this aft, 
ain't there?’ asked Chisolm; this time he 
was not sitting upon the railing, but leaned 
against it instead. , 

He was given the information in the af- 
firmative. 

“IT hope Atlanta will win,’’ said Myers. 

“Wouldn't you like to see it?’ was asked. 

“Say, now,” j»ut in Chisolm, “don’t do 
that. What's the use, If a fellow can’t see 
a thing or do a thing, don’t make him feel 
it. It’s tough enough as it is. Our time 
ain’t our own. It’s too valuable to be wast- 
ed in such recreation.’’ 

Never Discussed His Case. 

Chisolm and Myers talk together nearly 
all day, and Chisolm says that Myers never 
discusses his case, Speaking of Myers, 
Chisolm said: 

“He may be guilty all right enough, but 
I don’t believe it. He isn’t a bit like Hanvey, 
who never says a word to anybody and looks 
soared to death. Myers didn’t doit by him- 
self.’’ 


SCIENTIFIC AND INDUSTRIAL. 


Conducted by J. A. Morris. 
Questions and Answers. 

In a recent number of The Manufactur- 
ers’ Record appears in bold type the fol- 
lowing: 

“Why should the south, which raises 
nearly three-fourths of the world’s cotton 
crop, and which has every natural advan- 
tage that could be desired for manufactur- 
ing, not become the center of cotton manu- 
facturing for the world? Why should it 
ship its raw cotton to England or New 
England to be manufactured, and thus lose 
the hundreds of millions of dollars that 
would be annually added to its value if 
manufactured at home? To ask _ these 
questions is to answer them.” 

Certainly no practical man will gainsay 
such self-evident propositions. Are The 
Record’s questions being physically an- 
swered? In the same issue of this loyal 
friend to the south, we find one week’s 
record in its “Construction Department” 
of six enterprises in Alabama, eight in 
Florida, eighteen in Georgia, thirteen in 
(North Carolina and eight in South Caro- 
lina. Remember this is the record of a 
single week, and presumably only a part of 
the actual enterprises in actual construc- 
tion. We find some jealousy cropping out 
on the part of our New England friends. 
At first they were inclined to regard the 
manufacturing movement southward as 
visionary, if not humorous; practical in- 
vestment of northern capital in southern 
mills set some of the newspapers of that 
section to thinking. They discovered that 
the new northern mills on southern soil 
were only for making coarse, inferior 
goods, as Dixie did not have enough humid- 
ity, climatic conditions, etc., to say noth- 
ing of skilled labor, to make fine goods. 
However, when the New England guill- 
drivers discovered that the latest improved 
and best machinery in the world was be- 
ing put in and profitably worked in south- 
ern milis, then the climax comes; the 
south is to be paralyzed by northern capi- 
tal and competition. According to The 
Boston Commercial Bulletin the majority 
of the mills of the south are weak, small 
and ill-equipped, and Tn the struggle which 
is impending from the movement of our 
large spinners down that way, they will 
mostly be driven to the wall during the 
next few years.” Now that is richness, 
or it is rot. Is it possible that a journal 
of the standing of The Bulletin will de- 
ceive itself and its readers by such silly 
statements? The facts are all against it. 
It certainly cannot expect to influence prac- 
jtical New England cotton mill men by 
#uch deceptive arguments. Cotton manu- 
facturers are practical men who recognize 
practical conditions. They have been here; 
Carefully looked over the ground; investi- 
gated our more favorable conditions, and 
invested their capital ‘“‘where it will do 
the most good.”” These New England mill 
men have no intention or desire of run- 
ning out southern mills; there is no dan- 
ger cf such extermination. Our southern 
mill men have always shown an abundant 
capacity to keep up their end of the pro- 
cession and our Boston contemporary will 
have to devise some more reasonable 
scheme to keep cotton mill money from 
coming to its natural profit and some oth- 
er more terrible scarecrow to frighten our 
southern mill men from pursuing the even 
tenor of their way. In fact, capital has no 
sectionalism or local prejudice. It seeks 
the most safe and productive field and. con- 
ditions for its investment and long, practi- 
cal, safe and successful experience has con- 


‘ clusively demonstrated that a cotton mill 


is most profitable in a cotton field, 


Utilizing the Earth’s Central Heat. 
One of the schemes for future engineers 
to work at, says an article in Current Lit- 
erature, will be the sinking of a shaft 12,000 
or 15,000 feet into the earth for the purpose 
of utilizing the central heat of the globe. 
It is said that such a depth is by no means 
impassible, with the improved machinery 
and advanced methods of the coming engin- 
eer. Water at a temperature of 200dlegrees 
centigrade, which can, it is said, be ob- 
tained from these deep borings, would not 
only heat houses and public buildings, but 
would furnish power that could be utilized 
for many purposes. Hot water already at 
hand is necessarily much cheaper than 
that which must be taken when cold and 
brought up to the required temperature. 
Once the shaft is sunk, all cost in the 
item of the hot water supply ceases. The 
pipes, if good, will last indefinitely, and, 
as nature’s stokers never allow the fire 
to go out, there would come in the train 
of this arrangement many advantages, 
When by sinking a shaft in the earth we 
can secure a perpetual heating apparatus 
which we can regulate by the turning of 
@ key, one trial of life will fade into noth- 
ingness. = 
Two Hundred Miles Per Hour., 
From The Boston Transcript. | 
After a half dozen years of experimenting, 
A. B. Criel, of Ionia, Mich., has perfected a 
model of a postal car which, he claims, 
will attain a speed of 200 miles an hour, 
and is desined by the inventor to carry 
mail betweén the principal cities of the 
country. This car is to be thirty-three feet 
long and fo run on a steel elevated track, 
eighteen feet above the ground, and it is 
estimated that the road will cost $10,000 a 
mile. The car is provided with an ap- 
paratus for picking up and. ‘throwing off 
mail, so ‘arranged that it will work auto- 
matically. The model is provided with 
thirty-four apartments, and carrying out 
the scale of the model the bags to be 
dropped in each place will be capable of 
holding 10,000 letters. Under the patentee’s 
idea power houses can be supplied at fv- 
tervals of 200 miles, and the electric current, 
sufficient to make the entire run from 
New York to Chicago, may be generated 
from the waste power at Niagara Falls. It 
is so arranged that the operator in om 
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central electric station will always know 
the location of the car. Hx-Postmaster 
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General Bissell, who has Been shown a 
working model of the device, has indorsed 
it, as have many scientists. Mr. Criel’s 
model weighs nearly 1,500 pounds. 


Acetylene Gas at lic Per 1,000 Feet. 


At a recent exhibition of this new gus and 
its |manipulation in Washington, under 
the s.pervision of scientists, some most re- 
markable tests were made, Chemical ex- 
periments showed that it burns with @&@ 
clear, penetrating and steady flame. Only 
four burners were used to brightly illumin- 
ate the large audience hall. The caicium 
carbide is made of calcium and carbon in an 
electric furnace; is a dark brown, porous 
substance, having a very pungent odor. It 
wag stated that under favorable conditions 
of manufacture and in limited quantity the 
carbide had been produced for about $17 @ 
ton, but it is expected that manufacturing 
on a large scale, the cOst can be reduced to 
$5 per ton. Assuming the cost at $15 per 
ton, acetylene gas can be produced for 15 
csits per 1,000 cubic feet. This gas can 
bs condensed into liquid form, stored in 
st2el cylinders, is portable, readily attached 
to the prosent service pipes, the burners 
only need changing, and will be delivered as 
easily as milk is now done. In a recent ar- 
ticle in this column it was stated that the 
cost of the carbide was estimated at $50 per 
ton. It is encouraging to note by the Wash- 
ington test that this estimate has been re- 
duced about two-thirds, if not nine-tenths. 
We trust the company will early pass from 
the experimental to the practical commer- 
cial stage to add to the comfort, conve- 
nience, safety and profit of the people. 
Electricity on Elevated Railways. 

Those persons who have been predicting 
that electricity is earl jestined to super- 
cede steam in tracth will be greatly 
strength 2 ed in .heir bp by the fact that 
the Manhattan Elevat railroad of New 
York, has contracted with the Westinghouse 
Electric Company, of Pittsburg, for electri- 
cal equipment of their lines, the cost there- 
of being between six and seven millions of 
dollars. Locomotives of 200 horse power 
will be used and the cars will be lighted 


and heated by electricity. 


Electric Launches at the Exposition. 
From The Blectrical Engineer. 

The contract for the operation of the elec- 
tric launches on the lakes at the Cotton 
States ard International exposition has 
been let to C. H. Barney, of New York. The 
launches will be made of cedar, with oak 
frames and mahogany decks. Seven Vene- 
tian gondolas and one Venetian state barge 
will also be placed upon the lakes. These 
lakes, surrounded by terraces covered with 
running honeysuckle, and illuminated at 
night by thousands of electric lights, will be 
one of the most beautiful features of the 
fair and the electric launches and gondolas 
will afford a quick means of transit from 
one part of the grounds to another. Around 
the margin of the lakes, at vantage points, 
will be the landings. 

Double the Fruit Yield.

Horse Flies in War. 

One of the most wonderful projects TC 
cently submitted to the French war office 
was the idea of impressing regiments of 
hcrse flies for actual combat. These flies 
were to be trained to attack the enemy, 
horse. foot and dragon, by feeding them on 
blood smeared under thin skinned dum- 
mies clothed in uniforms. The horse files 
would thus become habituated to the unl- 
form of the enemy and the source of food 
supply.

Profit-Sharing vs. Strikes. - 

That scmething should be done to remedy 
the growing evils, the appalling distress, the 
destruction of life and property inherent to 
strikes is conceded by every thinking and 
humane person. It is far easier, however, 
to diagnose a disease than to find a cure. 
It is unfortunately generally too true that 
the more wealth and position men acquire 
the farther they are removed from fellow- 
contact and fellow-sympathy with fellow- 
men in the humbler, but no less honorable, 
walks of life. We have no more tolerance 
for the demagogue’s gush over the laboring 
man than we have for the snobbish inso- 
lence of the senseless dude, or the rich em- 
ployer’s complaisant fallacy that ‘capital 
has the right to control labor,” or, in other 
words, putting gold in the balance against 
humanity. Strikes are the senseless prod- 
ucts of oppressive money on the one hand 
and ignorant and brutal passion on the oth- 
er; selfish money every ready, by its con- 
stant, growing greed, to oppress the indi- 
vidual, and the individual ever ready to re- 
taliate and kill, burn and destroy, if nec- 
essary to carry his aims. This is all wrong 
—it is animal; in should be. remedied. Ar- 
bitration has been tried and failed. Gov- 
ernmental interference has usually fanned 
the flames. .We have, however, yet to hear 
of a single instance where equitable treat- 
ment failed to secure perfect harmony be- 
tween employer and employe. 

Profit-sharing is not an untried experi- 
ment by any means. In France some of the 
largest, most successful and most profita- 
ble manufactories are run on profit-sharing. 
The same largely applies to continental 
Europe. In this country the experiment has 
been limited, but whenever persistently pur- 
sued it has produced perfect co-operation 
and large profit.

Cincinnati, In 1886 when the 
Knights of Labor held such supreme sway 
over the workingmen of our country, the 
firm of Proctor & Gamble had fourteen 
strikes during that year. The great bulk 
of their employes were ordinary, unskilled 
workmen; yet the loss in breaking in frash 
men, the demoralization in their business, 
the uncertainty in the continuance of dis- 
affected workmen led them to consider, 
formulate and adopt profit-sharing with 
their employes. Many of their workmen 
at first were suspicious and the following 
six months had a record of three insignifi- 
cant strikes and since then none. Before 
the era of profit-sharing it was necessary 
to replace one-half of the workmen each 
year. Last year, out of over 600 em- 
ployes, only six were eliminated, and of 
these three were girls, who married and 
gave up their positions. This shows a 
most happy and hopeful condition of the 
employe. Now, how is it with the em- 
ployer? They state: ,“Our labor cost of 
manufacture, including a 12 per cent profit- 
sharing dividend upon the wages of 1894, 
was 63 per cent of what it was during 
the year 1886, and this in spite of the fact 
that the average rate of wages in 1894 
was a trifle over 12 per cent higher than 
in 1886,"° giving, according to the firm’s 
estimate, ‘a net result to the credit of 
profit-sharing, a saving equal to 21 per 
cent cheaper labor cost of manufacture 
under the profit-sharing system.’’ This 
certainly shows a most satisfactory con- 
dition of ‘the ouspreyer. (Nearly ten. years’

BOBBIN OR PILLUw LACE. 


An Industry Said To Be Reviving in 
England, but Not Yet Popular Here. 
“Have you ever thought,’’ said a bright 

lady not long ago, “that a common arti le

It is said that for centuries lace was 
gBacred to the service of religion only, on 
acecunt of the amount of labor required 
in making it; the church alone could af- 
ford it. : 

Although as a work of art bobbin lace 
does not rank with needle-point, yet many 
valued laces are ranked with this class of 
work;. Brussels, Mechlin and Valenciennes 
ali are cushion laces. 

Robbin or pillow lace ts supposed to have 
originated in Italy at the close of the fif- 
teenth centiry, althcugh it has been claim- 
ed that it is a German invention, but as 
the history of the art does net begin at 
St. Annaberg earlier than 1561, and lace 
was exported from Italy in 1546, the former 
country may claim its origin. Germany 
ana Switzerland and. other countries in 
tine specialized this work, and in course 
of time characteristic laces were produced 
that had a local character, such as Brus- 
sels, etc. 

Lace makers form the fatric entirely 
during the progress of the work, and the 
implements are wooden bobbins, a cushion, 
a@ pattern and very fine thread.

The Late Mrs. Mary Ridley. 

Mrs. Mary Ridley, who died in LaGrange 
the other day, was a woman ripe in years 
and in all the Christian graces. As one 
who knew her well has said, she was a Wwo- 
man nobly planned, a matriarch worthy of 
her high lineage and social position. The 
following editorial tribute in the last num- 
ber of The LaGrange Reporter will be read 
with interest by a large number of Atlan- 
tians: 

“At the ripe age of eighty-three years— 
after a life not anly Icng in its span, but 
ennobled by deeds of kindness, mellowed by 
friendship, exalted by refinement of mind 
and heart, and sanctified by the indwelling 
spirit of God—this good woman entered, 
yesterday into ‘the holy and the blest.’ Just 
as the curtain of night was being lifted the 
veil that hid from her view the unseen and 
eternal was parted and she was with the 
mary friends and loved ones who, one by 
one, had ‘crossed the bar’ before her. 

‘‘Perhaps in all this broad southland there 
Was not a truer represenattive of its nobil- 
ity, grace and culture, Though high-born, 
raised in luxury and ease, and accustomed 
to homage, there wes a rare sweetness in 
her nature that distilled, like fragrant dew 
upon her family circle and her friends, and 
an unstudied courteousness in her manner 
that revealed a true and loving heart. Com- 
manding, yet gentle; firm, yet considerate, 
always quiet in her tastes, loving heme, 
husband, children and friends, she was a 
central figure around whom crystalized both 
tender affection and chivairous respect. 

‘“‘Her maiden name was Miss Mary Morris, 
and her early life was passed in Jones coun- 
ty. After her marriage to Dr. A. T. Ridley 
she became a resident of LaGrange, and for 
more than sixty years she has been a part of 
the best social life of our town. The pleas- 
ant and lasting ties of friendship formed 
du.ring that period have survived the scenes 
of earth, and will be a source of joy for- 
ever to her in the happy place whither she 


has gone, 

‘From his childhood the writer has

HE WAS -GUEST OF THE GOVERNMENT 


And Was Shown the Sightsin a Way 
He Will Remember. 


HE TALKS OF THE CONDITIONS THERE 


A Big Grant to Americans W hich May Play 
an Important Part in the Fature 
Complications. 


New York, June 29.—(Special.)—During my 
visit to Venezuela the Hon. L. F. Living- 
gion, the member of congress from the 
lifth congressional district, came down in 
response to the invitation of the people of 
that country to receive their demonstra- 
tions of appreciation of his successful ef- 
fort in congress to induce the kindly inter- 
position of the United States government 
for a friendly settlement by impartial out- 
- pide arbitration of the Guayana boundary 
controversy between Venezuela and Great 
Britain. 

He was accompanied by his secretary, 
Mr. Lucien Davidson, and they came on 
the steamer Caracas, of the Red D line, 
from New York, leaving on the lith, and 
arriving at La Guayra on the morning of 
the 20th. His departure from the United 
States was heralded in the Venezuelan 
press With warm expressions of welcome 
and rejoicing. All the facts of the con- 
troversy, of the resolution in congress and 
his agency in its passage, including his 
Speech, were reproduced with glowing com- 
ments. 

At La Guayra he was the recipient of 
complimentary attentions. He was received 
there by the collector of the port, Senor 
Vincente Perez Leon, and his deputies and 
he commander of the troops stationed at 
La Guayra, and given a special lunchéon 
by the collector at his mansion. 

A special train was sent by the gov- 
ernment, which carried him in state to 
Caracas, Where he arrived at noon and wag 
met at the depot by a command of: sold. 
iers and a number of citizens. The presi- 
Gent's carriage waS sent for him, and he 
Was received by the aid-de-camp of the na- 
tional executive, the private secretaries of 
the ministers of foreign affairs, of war, of 
Fomento and of the interior, and lead- 
ing officers of the army, who escorted him 
With a procession of carriages to the Gran 
Hictel of Venezuela. He was installed in 
handsome rooms as the guest of the gov- 
é€rnment, and the president’s handsome 
coach and horses with its livery and driver 
and footman, were placed at his call during 
the entire time. 

All sorts of attentions were showered up- 
onh:im. He had a constant flow of visitors, 
among them President Joaquin Crespo, Gen- 
eral Ramon Guerra, minister of war and 
marine; Judge S. Ferrero Alienzon, presi- 
dent of the federal supreme court; General 
Wicolas Rolando, president of Bermudez 
State; General Luis Julio Blanco, vice pres- 
ident of the intercontinental railway com- 
mission; Dr. R. Villavicencio, senator from 
Zamora state; Dr. Guillermo Delgado Pa- 
lacios, minister of agriculture; Judge Mar- 
tin I. Sanavria, judge of the supreme 
court; Senor Carlos Alberto Urbaneja, 
president of the Club Agricola; General Ja- 
cinto, lord minister of Fomento, Senor Jose 
Ramon Lopez. editor ‘‘E] Tiempe;’’ Senor D. 
A. Sifontes, commissioner of Guyana, and a 
stream of others too numerous to mention. 
Colonel Livingston was’ tendered special 
Cars on the railroads. The baseball club gave 
@ special game in compliment to him and 
had a band of music that played ‘‘Dixie’”’ in 
his honor. He was carried to see the pub- 
lic buildings, the “‘palace,” as the capitol 
is calied, the national museum, the public 
hospital, the Pantheon, ete.

The Government Runs Behind $43,500,- 
000 in Its Expense Account. 


THIS [5 DOUBLE CARLISLE’S ESTIMATE 


He Figured That the Deficit, Would 
Be About $20,000,000. 


WILL RUN FAR BEHIND NEXT MONTH 


Expendituresin July Will Exceed the Re- 
ceipts by $20,000,000—Many Change. 
Made in the Treasury Department. 


Washington, June 29.—The fiscal year 
1894-95 ended today, and from official and 
semi-official figures obtained at the treas- 
ury department it can be stated that a de- 
ficit for the year will be about $43,500,000. 

Secretary Carlisle, on. December 3, 1894, 
estimated tnat the deficiency would be 
£20,000,000. As shown by the official figures 
this estimate was more than $23,000,000

at Washington. Colonel Livingston is con- 
yinicea that the United States will adopt 4 
strong policy on the question, perhaps 
through the executive branches this sum- 
mer. 

“To the correspondent Mr. Livingston 
outlined the features of his trip. ‘The peo- 
ple of this country hardly appreciate the 
unbounded enthusiasm which prevails in 
Venezuela toward the United States. As a 
member cf the cabinet said to me, “the 
Americans are gods in this country.’ The 
first thing I heard on landing from the 
steamer La Guayara, was ‘‘Hurrah for 
President Clevelana!’”’ The government 
placed a special train at my disposal to car- 
ry me to Caracas, where I was met by the 
president’s aide and many officials. To 
show the intense Americanism of the peo- 
ple, I will cite the fact that one of the en- 
tertainments they gave me was a baseball 
game—simply because it was American. 
The government band was present and 
played “Dixie” between the innings, and 
the crowd kept up a constant shouting 
of “Hurrah for Cleveland! and Hurrah 
for the Monroe doctrine.’ 
boys in the streets are shouting for the 
Monroe doctrine and for the United States. 

“ ‘The government had the action of our 
congress concerning the British-Venezu- 
elan question printed in Spanish and it is 
distributed in ail the' schools, so that the 
children may be taught the intimacy be- 
tween the Unites States and Venezuela. 

Crespo Is Strong. 


“‘The country requires a very strong 
nan, and it has found one in Crespo. He 
came in at the head of a revolution two 
years ago and he rules with an iron hand. 
He began as a cowboy, then advanced to a 
cattle owner, and is now a man of great 
wealth. The laws are such that he is lit- 
tle short of absolute dictator. He owns the 
great sugar refinery of Venezuela, and the 
tariff on sugar is 16 cents a pound. He 
recogniges the constant vigilance against 
the rebellous element led by Blanco and 
in consequence he keeps an army of 60,000 
men ready to be moved at any moment. 

“*T was insured that in case of an upris- 
ing an American would be entirely safe, 
as all parties protect Americans. I be- 
gan to understand the meaning of this as- 
surance when the next night a messenger 
came to me to say that a rebellion had 
broken out. A messenger brought me 
word that an outbreak had occurred in the 
Valencia valley. The soldiers were hurried 
forward and the outbreak crushed before 
it had gained ground. 

‘“‘*"The little Dutch island of Curacoa, off 
the coast, is the center of rebellious organi- 
zations. It has long been held by the 
Dutch and has a Dutch governor. Here 
the disaffected element meet and plan. The 
head of the disaffected class is Blanco, who 
was president before Crespo headed a suc- 
cessful rebellion. Blanco stays in Paris, 
where he is enormously rich, and keeps his 
agents fomenting the disorder and trying 
to stimulate a revolt. Not only have the 
Dutch this island, but the Germans also are 
trying to secure an island foothold off the 
coast, and the British have the island of 
Trinidad as their naval base of operations 
off the Orinoco river. 

Americans Are Interested, 


***Americans have now a substantial and 
definite. interest in the most valuable sec- 
tion of Venezuela, part of which is claimed 
by Great Britain. Although I have no in- 
terest in the subject, except as an Ameri- 
can, yet I was glad to be able while at 
Caracas to assist in consummating a con- 
cession of 14,000,000 acres to an American 
company in which a number of the most 
influential men in the United States are in- 
terested. The concession had formerly been 
held by a British concern, who had secur- 
ed it from Blanco. The Crespo government 
favored the American company, but the 
negotiations had halted. I urged upon the 
various members of the cabinet the desir- 
ability of giving our American friends the 
concession. It was frankly stated by one 
of the cabinet officers that what stood in 
the way was the financial interests of Vene- 
zuela. After talking with one of the Amert- 
cans interested I assured this cabinet offi- 
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out of the way, due largely to the aes 
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rag / actual deficit for the presert fiscal year, 


instead of being over $43,000,000 would have 
been over $63,000,000. 

At the beginning of each fiscal year a 
number of changes are always made in 
the executive departments. This year, 
because of the examination of congress, 
based upon the Dockery commission re- 
port, the changes have been unusually 
numerous. In the treasury, in addition 
to the changes announced in the coast 
and geodetic survey, several days ago, 
seven removals, nineteen appointments and 
fifty-three promotions were made today, 
all being in the classified service.

For the years 1892-93 the excess of 
over revenue amounted to only $2,394,674. 

Prior to that year there had been an 
excess in receipts over expenditures for 
every fiscal year since 1860, the lowest ex- 
cess in all those years up to 1892-93 having 
been in the year 1874 when the receipts ex- 
ceeded the expenditures by only $2,344,882. 

On February 2, 1895, Secretary Cariisle, 
in an estimate furnished to congress, stat- 
ed that for the calendar year 1890, the sur- 
plus revenue over expenditures would 
amount to $22,563,023. Six months of this 
period have now passed and the deficit for 
this six months is $16,750,000. 

Assistant Secretary Curtis, in a publish- 
ed statement, estimated that the deficit 
up to December 1, 1895, would be $35,000,000. 
This estimate was made after the income 
tax had boaen declared unconstitutional 
by the supreme court of the United States. 
It was based upon the increased appro- 
priations made by the last congress, which 
go into effect July 1st, and which include 
$5,000,000 for the sugar bounty and increased 
interest charges on account of the several 
bond issues, aggregating $162,400,000. For 
the month of July, which begins Monday, 
it is estimated by the treasury, if receipts 
continue normal, that the expenditures will 
exceed the receipts by about ~$12,000,000 or 
$13,000,000, July being an interest-paying 
month and the payments on account of 
pensions being also especially heavy.

“The unionists are certain to secure a 
solid vote which will keep them in power 
for a long time to come.”’ 

Mr. Middleton, chief executive of the 
untonists’ electoral committee, said: 

“We will win a number of seats in Eng- 
laid and some in Scotland and Wales. We 
have candidates ready everywhere, while 
the liberals have a lot of empty seats. A 
gecod many of the liberal electors are sick 
of home rule blended with socialism and 
Mmcn't go to the polls, and the added em- 
prasis of Irish dictation has shaken the 
faith of the more solid men of the liberal 
yarty. This is especially true in connec- 
tion with the Cromwell statue fiasco and 
the whisky duty business.”’ 

Mr. Middleton certainly did not speak in 
this manner without authority. Indeed he 
Was very moderate in the expression of his 
Cpinions in view of the situation. The Eng-

Gladstone Tired of Politics. 
The last hope of the home rulers de- 
pended upon au eppeal to Mr. Gladstone. 
The leading McCarthyites and several 
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stanch Enelish adherents to home rule 
privately approached Mr. Gladstone, be- 
seeching him to issue a manifesto and also 
to engage in sone degree of active personal 
interveution during the electeral period, 
but they got negative replies in every case, 
scmetinmies directly from Mr. Gladstone 
end sometimes through Mrs. Gladstone, 
who declares that her husbard must not 
be troubled with reference to anyboay con- 
nected with the political situaticn. She is 
ccnvinced that the physical and mental 
disturbunces arising from political excite- 
ment would seriously injure his health and 
is determined to keep him aloof from all 
politiial agitation. For this reason sne 
will be overjoyed to get him back to Ha- 
warden, out of reach of the solicitations 
of his former political colleagues, 

Mr. Gladstone himself, in conversation 
with friends, exhibits the most placid in- 
difference to home rule and to politics gen- 
erally. It is ‘his intention to issue a vale- 
aictory address to his constituents, which 
will probably be of a personal and retro- 
svective character. 

The back down of the Russo-French-Chi- 
nese compact entered into through the re- 
cent Chinese loan raised in Paris and guar- 
anteed by Russia, was due to the repre- 
scntations of the British minister at Peking, 
backed by the influence of Sir R..

Cold Millions. 

Chicago, June 23.—From Washington 
comes the announcement that Chauncey 
M. Depew is to marry. The story comes 
in the shape of a special to The Times- 
Herald, which, after the formal announce- 


ment, says: 

“And never was lover more gay and 
blithesome than ‘Our Chauncey’ is in this 
vear of our Lord, 1895, and the fifty-eighth 
of his sojourn upon earth. He walks on air 
snd beams on all creation. Not long ago 
Dr. Depew paid a visit to the capital city, 
and while at dinner here a curious and 
persistent woman wormed the truth out o. 
him. The good doctor confessed his love 
ard then proceeded to exercise the arts ot 
a spellbinder in his description of the 
adored one’s innumerable charms. Those 
who heard the poetical expressions, the en- 
thusiastic sentiments that dropped from 
Mr. Depew’s lips thought of him as 4&4 
youth just developing his first mustache 
The lady in question is said by those who 
know her to be quite up to the good doc- 
tor’s ideal. She is young, ‘beautiful, accom- 
plished; she has a figure to delight the eye 
of a sculptor; her wit and vivacity match 
those of her admirer; she is a resident of 
New York and a member of one of the 
first families. She is, moreover, an orphan, 
with something like $8,000,000 in her own 
right. 

“It will doubtless be a fortunate thing 
for Chauncey Depew if he weds a rich 
woman. Not many people know it, but Mr. 
Depew is laboring under certain financial 
restraints. Most men would think them- 
selves rich with $50,000 a year. Not so with 
Mr. Depew. He admits $50,000 to be a 
very comfortable income, but inasmuch as 
he spends about $52,000 every twelve months 
he has not accumulated much of a reserve 
fund. In fact, Chauncey Depew is, com-~ 
paratively speaking, a poor man. Of late 
he has thought a great deal about what 
would become of him if he were to break 
down in health, or if ne should lose his job 
with the New York Central. Moreover, 
Mr. Depew has political aspirations. He 
has never wholly abandoned the idea that 
he may some day be president of the United 
States. If he could only get out from under 
the shadow of the railways, he thinks, his 
chances would be much improved. A year 
hence, when married to the rich and lovely 
young woman, Mr. Depew may say goodby 
to the New York Central and invite the 
republican party to look him over while 
searching for a candidate.”’

to Rhe!ms the municipal authorities there 
presented to him a protest against their 
being deprived of representation through 
M. Mirman’s being obliged to serve in t5h> 
army. To this protest M. Gadaud replied 
that M. (Mirman ought not to shirk sis 
duty, but should do his share of mil.tary 
service. (M. Mirman thereupon addressed 
to M. Gadaud an insulting letter which 
ied td the encounter today. M. Gadaui 
resigned his portfolid in the cabinet in 
order: to regain his personal liberty, and 
then challenged M. Mirman to fight a 
duel. The latter accepted the challenge 
and chose swords as the weapons to be 
used. A later version of the duel is to 
the effect that M. Gadaud was not burt, 
but that Deputy Mirman, who appeared on 
the fleld in a private’s uniform, received a 
slight wound in the wrist. M. Mirman's 
seconds were M. Millerand, a radical so- 
cialist deputy, and '‘M. Pierre Richard, a 
Boulangist republican. M. Franco‘s Du- 
Soiler, a republican senator, and M. Jean 
Barthou, a republican depyty, acted for M. 
Gadaud. 


SOUTHERN TRAIN WRECKED. 


A Spike Driver in the Joint of a 
Rail. 


Knoxville, Tenn., June 29.—A local passen- 
ger train cast-bound on the Southern rail- 
way was wrecked at Fullen’s depot, ninety 
rriles east of Kncxville, at 8 o’clceck tonight. 
Engineer John Patterson, of tnis city, was 
killed. His fireman jumped and was only 
slightly injured. No one else was injured, 
although the passengers were badly shaken. 
It is reported that a spike driven in a 
joint of the rails threw the engine frem 
the truck. This is the third similar wreck 
on the Knoxville-Bristol line in the past 
eight months and each time an engineer 
has been killed. 


Says It Was Not Suaicide. 


San Francisco, June 29.—Mrs. Louis J. 
Ruffino, wife of the man found dead in a 
Fullman car at Charlottesville, Va., last 
Friday night, is pcsitive that her husband 
did not commit suicide. She said he was 
in the habit of wearing a silk handkerchief 
arcund his head at night and thinks it 
must have slipped down around his throat 
and caused strangulation. He was a na- 
tive of San Francisco; aged thirty-nine 
years and well off. 


Jumped Into a Well. 

Ocala, Fla., June 29.—Patrick Henry was 
found in a well near here yesterday dead. 
The man had been drinking and the supposi- 
tion is that he jumped in the well to drown 
himself. Henry came here from New York 
several years ago and has relatives Hving 
at Mountain Hill in that state. He had con- 
siderable money in Agnew’s bank, which 
failed recently, and it is supposed the loss 
of his money drove him to suicide.

A SALOONIST TREATS THE VISITORS 


He Puts Out Icewater for the Delerites, 
and They Patronize It~The Meeting 
Has Been a Great Success. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., June 29.—(Special.)~< 
With the delivery of the sermon by Bishop 
Joyce tcmorrow night beneath the big tent, 
upon which occasion all the churches of the 
city of every denomination except the 
Catholic will suspend services and close 
their doors that the meeting may be the 
more largely attended, the second intere- 
national conference of the Epworth League 
will come to an end. 

it has been a success beyond the most 
Sanguine expectations of the optimistic 
committee. Expectations in every particu- 
lar have been realized and hopes have 
found fruition. In point of attendance, in 
enjoyment, in profit, in enthusiasm and in 
general results everything has been perfect- 
ly and entirely satisfactory. 

So far as enthusiasm is concerned, that 
has been at concert pitch, The term “con- 
cert pitch’ is used appropriately. Prayers 
at concert pitch of piety; enthusiasm at 
concert pitch of energy; enjoyment at con- 


cert pitch of entrancement; sympathy at 
concert pitch of shouts, and hymns at the 
concert pitch of harmony, and songs at the 
concert pitch of sweetness. 

Altogether it has been a notable week in 
Chattanooga—a week that will never be 
forgotten by those who came or by those 
who remain. Not an accident has saddened 
the occasion or an incident marred. All 
has been lovely and serene. And it is a 
great deal to say fhat everybody has been 
Satisfied and everybody made happy by the 
gathering—except the saloon Keepers. They 
have not been in it. Standing on the 
threshold of their places they have watched 
the people pass and frowned at the irony 
of fate which could throw so many together 
without arousing within the breast of a 
single one the desire for a drink. This has 
been the general feeling, of course there 
@re exceptions. Arthur Vale is one of 
them, Mr. Vale runs an establishment 
called ‘“‘The Stag.” It is a small drinking 
Place much patronized by the jenunesse 
dore of the town. The day before the con- 
ference opened Mr. Vale erected a large 
barrel on a platform in front of his place 
of business on East Eighth street, Placed 
some crystal glasses near the barrel and 
labelled the barrel “Ice Water. Epworth 
Leaguers, Take a Drink.’’ And the barrel 
was so well patronized during the week 
that a boy was almost constantly employed 
filling up the barrel with water and re- 
plenishing it with ice. 

“What do I care whether they come in 
to see me or not?’ Mr. Vale said. with a 
good-natured smile. ‘‘They come anc spend 
their money with the boarding houses, the 
butcher shops, the bakeries and all the rest 
of them, and when they are gone the 
boarding house keepers, the bakers, the 
butchers and all the rest of them come and 
Spend their money with me. They get it 
first; I get it last—that’s afl -the difference.” 

And the philosophical] mixologist made 
another mint julep for the gentleman from 
Georgia. 

Put Money in Circulation. 

After all, how much money did the Ep- 
worth Leaguers bring here? People have 
been figuring on that. Every one agrees 
that it has been for Chattanooga the most 
profitable aggregation Or audience that it 
ever catered to, At the lowest estimate the 
attendance up to Monday will average 
10,000 for five days previous. Though most 
of the Leaguers have been fortunate in 


obtaining board and lodging in respectable 
homes at a dollar a day, it is safe to say 
that the average expenditure for each per- 
son will be not less thn $2. That figures up 
a grand total of $100,000 left here by the 
visitors. 

The town hasn't seen that much for ten 
years! 


And probably it is true, though it is sad 
to relate, that the proprietor of ‘‘The Stag”’ 
will, as he claims, along with his confreres 
in business, get a :arge portion of the 
amount when the Leaguers have gone. 
Some people in Chattanooga have been so 
poor for the last few years that the sight of 
a ten-dollar bill suggests a perfect picture 
of a jag. And the temptation to many is 
irresistible. 

The question is, who has profited most 
by this stream of dollars? Upon first 
thought it would appear to be the hotel 
boniface and the boarding house keepers. 
But the boarding houses and the hotels 
@re only the mediug through which the 
money passes to the produce dealer and the 
merchant, The boarding house keeper and 
the hotel man L agonp much, ‘it is true, 
but they were e least of all. Possibly 
the first was the electric railway company. 
The travel over all the lines in.the city 
proper and to the suburban resorts has 
been enormous. It is just such a volume 
of business as the Ailanta electric lines 
must experience during the exposition, and 
Which, if it could be kept lp here, would’ 
make the stockholders of the road inde- 
pendently wealthy. Doubtless that will be 
the result of the exposition upon the stock- 
holders of Atlanta’s roads. From 3 
oclock in the morning, when travel 
began to flow toward the sunrise meet- 
ings on the mountain, until 12 
o’ciock at night when it ceased with the 
going home of the last belated Leaguer, 
every car on every line in the city has 
been jammed with humanity, and the con- 
ductors have beén compelled to hang on 
by their eyelashes to collect fares.

Among the many good things on sale for 
the table the largest traffic has been in 
eggs and chickens. Everybody knows the 
weakness of the Methodist preacher for 
the toothsome fowl.

But how were 
the poor things to know that such an army 
of preachers’ as has been in Chattanooga 
this week Was fo strike them, especially 
when the great majority of chickens that 
have been sacrificed here upon the aitar of 
the ecclesiastical stomach were bog any- 
where from forty to 100 miles away? No 
chicken intelligence could foresee such a 
danger, and the consequence is that the 
whole country «has shipped chickens— 
thickens Of all sizes and of all degrees of 
tenderness or toughness.

The report of the committee on resolu- 
tions was presented by the secretary, Dr. 
Jesse Bowman Young. This committee is 
composed of Bishop l. W. Joyce, Bishop C.

Be Bowman Young, Rev. J. W. Newman, 
Rev. George Bond, Rev. J. E. Prince, J. R. 
Pepper and N. W. Powell. The resolutions 
as offered were adopted, section by section, 
in the order read. 

“l. We recommend that the next biennial 
Session of the international conference of 
the Epworth League be held in the city of 
Toronto, Cenada.’’ After the selection of 
the meeting place had been ratified with 
great demonstrativeness by the conference, 
Rev, S. V. Crews, league secretary for 
Cangda, arose and thanking the conference 
for its consideration, lauded the claims of 
Toronto to the skies. But one other city 
made a bid for the convention and that was 
Seattie, Wash. A strong delegation from 
the coast town came with a guarantee from 
the city council of $10,4z0 towards the ex- 
penses of the meeting and railroad fare be- 
yond the Missouri river. 

‘2. The conference rejoices at the friend- 
ship and brotherly love that hag prevailed 
throughout this conference. 

‘3. We are unalterably committed to the 
prohibition of the liquor traffic and we are 
determined ¢o fight the saioon until this 
deadly foe is destroyed in the jand.’’ This 
resolution was odopted standing, amid the 
waving of handkerchiefs. 

‘4. We exhort our young people to culti- 
vate their evangelistic gifts and to co-oper- 
ate with their pastors tn the work of bring- 
ing sinners to repentance. Let us not neg- 
lect this @vfly of saving the lost. 

“6. We believe that uniform prayer meet- 
ing topics and uniform Bible topics ought 
to be used by the three great leagues rep- 
resented in this great conference. 

‘6. We urge the Epworth Leaguers to 
make use of their deromination’s theolog- 
ical literature. 

“7. We exhort our young people to study 
the questions of government and to do 
everything in their power to expedite the 
cause of good citizenship. 

‘8. We urge Epworth Leaguers every- 
where to do all in thefr power to maintain 
the sacredness of the Sabbath day.” 

The ninth resolution took the form of a 
fraternal greeting to the international con- 
vention of the Society of Christian Endeav- 
or, in session in Boston, frum the 15,000 
worthians assembied in Chattanooga. 

Section 10 was the’resolution of thanks to 
the citizens of Chattanooga for their hos- 
pitable entertainment, affd all who had con- 
tributed to make the conference so grand a 
Buccess. The thanks of the convention were 
@lso voted to the railroads and to the press 
of Chattanooga for their courtesies. The 
report was then adopted as a whole 
viva voce. 

Before closing the session a resolution 
from ‘15,00 Epworth QLeaguers assembled 
passed and telegraphed to Bishop I. W. 
Fitzgerald, who is temporarily absent in 
at Chattanooga, Tenn,,”’ was unanimously 
Berne, Switzerland.

BAD FOR FITZSIMMONS. 


A Surgeon Testifies That the Blow 
Caused Riordan’s Death. 

Syracuse, N. Y., June 29.—The sensation 
of this morning’s session in the trial of Rob- 
ert Fitzsimmons tor the death of “Con” 
Riordan, was in the assertion.on the wit- 
ness stand that the direct causo of death 
was from a blow. “Concentrated violence, 
delivered externally, produced the death,” 
said Dr. Tolma, police surgeon of this city, 
who was called to attend Riordan, q 

Dr. Tolman also performed the autopsy. 
Fitzsimmons told the doctor on the night 
of the fatal blow that he feinted with one 
hand and hit Riordan in the jaw and neck 
with the other. Tolman said that he found 
Ricrdan’s body in geod physical condition. 
One clot of blood had been fcund in the 
brain, which weighed 4 1-3 ounces. The 
clot showed conclusively that there had been 
a rupture. Also around the entire base of 
the skull was a continuous chain of sepa- 
rate blood clots. The condition of the 
brain indicated three distinct ruptures of 
blood vessels. There was no previous dis- 
eased condition of Riordan's brain. ‘There 
was also a laceration or fracture of a por- 
tion of the brain, made up of longitudinal 
rerve fibers. The cause of death was blood 
ciots upon the brain and rupture of the 
tissues. Im the expert's opinion the blow 
upcn the jaw caused the blood clots and 
rupture. 

There was a sharp fight over hypothet- 
ical questions, the rulings in the Buchanan 
case being followed closely. 

The cross-examination of Dr. Tolman 
was not reached today because of the half- 
holiday law and a new branch of evidence 
raised by a hypothetical question. The 
prosecution asked whether it was-a light 
or heavy blow that must have been given 
to cause all the havoc in Riordan’s brain. 

Objection was taken to the question 
Judge Ross ruled that in form it was 
wrong, but intimated that he would allow 
it when the iorm was corrected. The dis- 
trict attorney wanted access to the minutes 
of the stenographer in order to change it. 
The defense would not go on with the 
cross-examination until the question had 
been answered. They say that it will open 
up an avalanhce of technicalities as to the 
angle of the blow, its force, the rapidity 
at which Riordan was advancing, and so 
on. The adjournment was allowed until 
Monday.

Dallas Athletic Club Has the License 
for the Fight. 

Austin, Tex., June 29.—The Corbett-Fitz- 
eimmons fight is an assured fact now inas- 
much as an occupation tax was today is- 
sued for the fight by the state comptroller.

Dallas was offered 
500 by the management of the Dallas Ath- 
letic Club to let the fight come off there, 
tl:-at being the amount prescribed by law 
for glove contests. The collector referred 
the matter to the comptroller and that gen- 
tleman today issued the receipt for the $400, 
and the fight can now come off without fear 
or hindrance, as the state has in this re- 
ceipt put its official stamp on a permission 
to conduct the fight. 


Plimmer and Dixon.

FREAK OF THE LIGHTNING 


Strikes a Boy on the Lip and Glances 
Off—-The Flesh Scorched. 
Lsrcester, Pa., Jine 29.—Dr. E. C. Lite, 
‘principal of the Millersville State Normal 
school, and his two sons, Louis M., aged 
eight years, and Joshua, aged four, had 
narrow escapes from death by lightning 
during the storm Thursday evening. They 
were standing in a hallway in a draft, 
when there was a flash of lightning and the 
elder boy, putting his hand to his face, 
said he was burned. The lightning had 
struck iim at the base of the lower lip, 
ran to the turn of the chin and making a 
jump of an inch, struck him on the throat, 
dividing into two branches from which oth- 
er minor lines divulged. Each cf the main 
stems was about an inch long and appears 
to have been broken up by the numerous 
radiations. The flesh was scorched, but 
not blistered or burned, and the boy ex- 
perienced very Httle pain and today is ap- 
parently none the worse for his experi- 
ence. Dr. Lite was starding in front of 
the boy at the time looking at him and 
saw a discoloration appear cn his farce. 
Physicians and electricians who have been 
spoken to in regard to this freak of light- 

ning cannot explain it.

Chicago, June 80, 1:40 a. m.—At 1:15 o’clock 
this morning a 4-11 alaim brought the down- 
town fire departinent to the corner of 
Franklin and Madison streets in the heart 
of the wholesale Gry goods district, The big 
five-story building occupied by six or seven 
firms wus on fire on the entire third and 
fourth floors. The fire started in the whole- 
sale shoe house of J. B. Cosgrove & Co., 
on the third story. It burned fiercely and 
soon ate its way into the two floors above, 
occupied by the American college of dental 
surgery. At 1:4 the fire is not under con-

Mr. Barrett Started with the Troops 


for the Rebellious Island. 
PLENTY OF CHOLERA THERE 


France Could Not Take the Island 
When She Attempted. 


CHINA REFUSED TO SURRENDER IT 


The Japs Will Have a Hard Fight To 
Whip the Black Flag-—Formosa 
a Natural Fort. 


Nagasaki, Japan, en route to Formosa, 
June 4.—(Staff Correspondence.)—Trans- 
ports bearing 20,000 of Japan’s best troops 
from Port Arthur, and some ten of her 
naval vessels, are now en route to take 
possession of Formosa. Li Chang-fang 
has been sent down by the emperor of 
China to deliver the island to the Japs. 

Advices from Formosa are, however, to 
the effect that both lA Chang-fang and the 
Japanese are to meet with a very warm 
reception and it will probably be after the 
hardest fighting the Jap army has ever 
met that the tsland will be conquered. 

The troops on the island of Formosa aré 
used to victories. They have seen service 
against the French, both on Formosa and 
in Tonquin. It will be remembered by 
those familiar with the history of the 
movements of France in the east that she 
sent a portion of her navy and several 
thotisand troops to take the island of For- 
mosa in 1884. She landed 3,000 troops just 
out of Tam-Sui and made an attack upon 
the forts. In the attack her troops were 
compelled to march through a paddy field 
{n full view and range of the guns. Of the 
8.000, 800 were slaughtered by shot from 
the fort and the remainder put to flight. 

The French then took possession of Kee- 
lung, a small port.thirty miles to the north- 
east of Tam-Sui, but in every attempt to 
march iniand and take Taipeh, the capi- 
tal, fourteen miles in the interior, were 
repulsed with heavy losses by the Chinese 
troops. Finally, the French government 
sending no aid or reinforcements to her 
expedition, the forces were compelled to re- 
tire from the island and abandon it. 

The Chinese army on the island, which 
numbers about 30,000, mutinied against its 
officers when informed that it was to be 
turned over to Japan. Some forty of the 
Officers were killed. Ku Kung-Kuk was 
then chosen president and the island de- 
clared a republic. Those who ailvised 
against such action were accredited as 
Sympathizers with Japan and beheaded. 
The foreign colony at Tam-Sui, to the 
number of about thirty, principally byyers 
and exporters of tea and camphor, have 
fle" from the island. 

The viceroy of Canton, when hearing 
the inutiny of the troops, sent over 6, 
soldiers, well armed, for the alleged pu 
pose of quelling disturbances and delive 
ing the island to Japan. It, however, de 
velops that the old Canton viceroy sy: 
pathized with the movement, for the n 
ment his §,000 troops landed they joined the 
black flags, and now there are 35,000 troops 
on Formosa, thoroughly armed and 
equipped, prepared to prevent the Jups 
taking possession of their new acquire 
nent. 

[t is also said that Ku Kung-Kuk, the 
new president, has been on friendly terms 
with the native Savages of the interior of 
Formosa, a Malay race of strong, figuting 
men, whom the Chinese government jias 
never been able to handle. The Chinese 
troops in all the years they have held the 
island have never been able to get fartner 
to the interior than thirty miles from tbe 
coasts However, Ku Kung-Kuk claims 
now to have mustered an afmy of these 
Bavages With his army of 35,000 to repulse 
the Japs. He claims an army of 100,000 
men. 

The Japanese forces will profit by the ex- 
perience of the French. Their plan of cam- 
paign is to land their army on the west 
northern coast of the island and march 
upon the Tam-Sui forts from the rear, 
while its war vessels engage the fofts 
from the front From Tam-Sui to Tai- 
peh, the capital, fourteen miles in the in. 
terior, there is a good military road and 
tt is the purpose of the Japs to march 
upon the capital by this route. 

An American now on board with me, 
who was. with the native Chinese army— 
an officer—when the French attacked them, 
tells me the Japs will be several years in 
conquering the island. He says nature has 
made a natural fort of the island and that 
the troops there are old stagers, having 
seen service there and in Tonquin; that 
they are well armed, and Japan will have 
fighting to conquer them which she has not 
seen in Manchuria. 

He says, however, that I am taking des. 
perate chances in going; that if I go with 
the Japs and ever get out of their lines I 
will not have a fig of a chance, and if I 
keep in them I will be among cholera and 
a fever which few white people can escape 
It is not a pleasant outlook, but I am too 
far out in the woods now not to go for big 
game, and I am loaded for it.

DEATH OF PROFESSOR HUXLEY. 


The Eminent Naturalist Dies at His 
Home in London. 

London, June 29.—Professor Huxley, who 
has been ill for some time, died at 3:45 p. 
m. After a slight rally last night Professor 
Huxley’s condition rapidly grew worse and 
he fell into a state of complete exhaustion. 
His mind was clear to the last and his 


death was painless. 

Professor Huxley began to fail about 
the beginning of March. A severe attack 
of influenza was followed by bronchitis and 
his heart, lungs and kidneys became af-

The sick rran showed wonderful energy 
up to the last. Notwithstanding the fact 
that he suffered a relapse a fortnight ago 
and had been gradual'y losing strength 
ever since he read the newspapers daily 
and a night ago he was able to write. He 
had been residing in complete retirement 
for atout four years in @ house built by 


himself. 

Thomas Henry Huxley, naturalist and 
comparative anatomist, was born at Eal- 
ing, Middlesex, England, in 1825, and was 
educated in that town. He studied medi- 
cine in the medical school of Charing Cross 
hospital. In 1846 he was appointed assist- 
ant surgeon on board the Rattlesnake. 
This vessel was commissioned to survey 
the intricate passage within the barrier 
reef skirting the eastern shores of Aus- 
tralia and to explore the sea lying between 
the northern end of that reef and New 
Guinea. Imbued with a passion of natural 
history, Mr. Huxley devoted himself with 
zeal and intelligence to the study of the 
numerous marine animals collected from 
time to time during the survey and made 
them the subjects of scientific papers, 
which he sent home, diffident as to their 
value. They were published, however, by 
the Royal Society and the Linnean So- 
ciety, naturalists of Europe. 

Towards the end of 1850 the Rattlesnake 
returned to England and Mr. Huxley had 
the gratification to find that his paper on 
“The Anatomy and Affinities of the Fam- 
ily of the Medusae’”’ had been published in 

e Philosophical Transactions.” Thus 
Wraged he set to work to arrange his 
lafee accumulation of facts and observa- 
tonm-With a hope, which was disappoint- 
thet the admiralty would contribute 
ds the cost of their publication. In 
1851 Mr. Huxley was elected a Fellow of 
the Royal Society. In 1852 one of the two 
royal medals annually given by the society 
was awarded to him In recognition of the 
gcientifiC value of the papers above re- 
ferred to. In those papers much ight was 
thrown on the structure of a number of 
animals before unknown or. but little 
known to British naturalists. In 1854 Mr. 
Huxley was appointed professor of natural 
history in the Royal School of Mines in the 
place of Professor Edward Forbes. His 
Professor Eaten.

And That Is the Reason Why Keener 
Killed His Sweetheart. 


DIDN'T HOPE TO EVER MARRY HER 


Says She Always Carried Her Pratty Head 
Se High Ho Didn’t Dere To Think 
of Marrying er. 


Seymour Keener, the crazed lover who 
killed his sweetheart in the north Georgia 
mcuntains last Sunday and also fatally 
wounded her sister, who was accompanying 
her, has been taken to the Hall ccunty jail 
for safe keeping. A passenger on the train 
Which took Keener there, says: 

“At Cornelia Junction the Gown train 
stopped a moment and a tall, determined- 
looking sheriff came into the fadies’ car, 
leading a prisoner whom he had tied by the 
arm with a stout plow ling, besides having 
him heavily handcuffed. The prisoner 
dropped into the nearest seat; the sheriff 
Sat behind him, and a desperate-looking 
deputy, with a pistol swung in his belt, 
Sat with the prisoner. This party was 
made up of Sheriff John Dockin, of Rabun 
county, and his deputy, and W. 8S. Keener, 
the man who murdered the two Moore 
girls last Sunday. 

“The report passed through the cars in an 
instant who the murderer was. 

“He is a man of medium height, looking 
as if he had just left his plew, his black 
Slouch hat was dusty and his « thes were 
in bad order. He wore a week's beard on 
his face, his blue eyes were moist and he 
Beemed cowed beneath the gaze of the 
people. He did not appear capable of the 
Strong passion that seems to iiave prompt- 
ed his wicked deed, nor did he seem to 
realize that he stood in the shadow of the 
great crime and that about tim were al- 
ready fastened the chains of an inexorable 
law that demanded his life. 

“The sheriff was removing him from an 
unsafe jail at Clayton to a place of safer 
keeping in the Hall county jail. “ie talked 
freely with me about his priscner. The 
sheriff was about a mile from the place of 
the crime when he received news of it. He 
went at once and arrested Keener, carrying 
him seven miles to Clayton, tied hand and 
foot, before him on a mule which they 
rode double. The sheriff was <«.med with 
a Winchester and told Keener bii:ntly when 
he started that if he made a single move- 
ment to escape he would shdéot him down. 

“The sheriff reached Clayton co; siderably 
after night and chained the prisoner to the 
jail floor and summoned two men, who sat 
all night before the prison dwor, to guard 
the trembling man from summary punish- 
ment by an outraged community. 

“This nightly watch he kept: up, stand- 
ing between the prisoner and death by 
lynching. 

“Friday morning he decided to remove 
Keener to Gainesville. The sheriff drove 
With him seventeen miles across the moun- 
tains to Clarksville, gu ng hurriedly along 
blind roads and across the country to avoid 
meeting parties on the way who might 
have attempted to capture Keener. On 
the way the prisoner said to him: ‘John, 
you would hate to spring the trigger on a 
man who voted for you.’ The reply was, 
‘Il will do my duty as i am sworn, without 
fear, favor or affection, but I am sorry for 
you and hope 1 will not be called upon to 
hang you.’ fe 

“On Tuesday morning the sheriff told 
Keener that Leone Moore, the younger sis- 
ter of his sweetheart, Arizona Moore, was 
dead. He said: ‘Why, John, I do not re- 
member killing her. I have intended for 
three years to kill Arizona. I never asked 
her to marry me and do not suppose I ever 
would. She held “her read so Nigh are 
took so little notice of me that I could not 
ask her, but I just loved her-so well that 
I had to kill her. Iam sorry Leone is dead; 
I wish it was me. I do not know whether 
I am crazy or not. I have had a sort of 
rattling noise in the top of my head for 
several years, and lots of my folks be- 
lieve that I am crazy. I do not think I 
arm. I do not regret killing Arizona. All 
I want to do is to make my peace and die.’ 

“The prisoner did not seem capable of 
these expressions of hate and clear sense. 
He has always been a peculiar man. He 
started as a farm hand, working for $5 
per month. He saved his money care- 
fully until he had enough to sustain him 
while he made a crop. He made money 
and bought a good farm worth about $1,500, 
and at the time he was arrested he had in 
his pocket $193, and all but $3 of it was in 
Bia. 

‘The story of the murder has already 
been told in The Constitution; how he met 
the girls in the road—two sisters—present- 
ing two pistols, one in each hand. At the 
first shot he fired, one dropped—Leone, just 
fourteen years old. Arizona, her sister, 
just sixteen years old, ran, jumped a fence 
and tried to escape across a field. Keener 
started after her, running like a deer, and 
overtook her about 200 yards from where 
she started. 

“He shot her at once. She fell forward 
on her face, and he stepped up and emptied 
his pistol into the back of her head. Just 
as he was starting to leave, the older sis- 
ter, who accompanied the two girls, reached 
the place. She sprang flercely upon him 
and pinned his arms to his side, screaming 
for help, and held him in spite of his strug- 
gies until people came, attracted by her 
cries, 

“As the train nesred Gainesville, after 
sunset, the prisoner stared out of the open 
window, avoiding the eyes of curious look- 
ers-on. Reaching the station the sheriff 
gathered him up, and holding him by the 
rope, followed him as he scrambled out 
woefully, ruefully crest-fallen and through 
the bustling crowd to be imprisoned in a 
quiet cell, safe behind the strong bars from 
all threats of lynching. 

‘Rabun county court will meet in August 
in Ulayton, when Keenei’s trial will oc- 
cur, the outcome of which no one can tell. 
It is said that in Rabun eounty no man 
has ever been hung by due process of law. 
The wife murderer, Becx, was not hung, 
though the popular verdict was that he 
~ re have been if any ‘nan ever deserv- 
ec , 

‘Doubtless Keener’s friends will enter a 
plea of insanity. They seem to have a 
basis for it in his queer conduct.”

COTTLE 18S AFRAID 


Te Tell the Police the Particulars of 
His Kidnaping. 


Buffalo, N. Y., June 29.—There are no 
rew developments in the Cottle kidnaping 
case. Edmund P. Cottle has not yet told 
the police all the incidents of hig interview 
with John C., Emery, at Fort Erie, but 
he has told enough to satisfy them that a 
large sum of money was paid te Emery; 
and that he was holding out for more. 

This was further ccrroborated by the 
fact that en Tuesday morning Edmund 
Cottle tried to negotiate a note at the 
Farmers and Mechanics’ bank for a large 
amount of money and was refused. The 
bank officials would not disclose the full 
value of the note, but it is said to have 
been $5,000.

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SALISBURY'S LIFE 


The Premier Has a Yaried and Interest- 
log Career. 


HAS MADE HIS OWN WAY IN THE WORLD 


A Colonist, a Journalist, and a Political] 
Leader—He Has a Sig Brain and 
a Bitter Tongue. 


Lord Salisbury’s return to power has noth- 
ing in it of the unexpected, and nothing of 
the experimental. He is not a diliicult man 
to understand, for he is the very type of 
the atrong-minded, bull-headed, good-natur 
ed, and yet frascible Englishman, and bing 
land understands him thoroughly. He 1s 
decidedly John Bull, but in addition he has 
a good stock of the bitter wit of the Ceoiis, 
He has never been a popular statesman, At 
one time, indeed, his chief distinction lay 
in the fact that he was the first prime min- 
ister in three hundred years to wear @ 
beard. In the comic newspapers his beard 
is aS Common as Giadstone’'s collars used to 
be or as the tilt of the duke of Devenshire’s 
hat. It is a big, bristling, detiant beard, 
running well up the cheeks, and looks as 
though it has never endured the indignity 
of shears or comb, His head is large. His 
great bulbous forehead seems all tue more 
prominent by reason of his baldness. tie 
has a long, strong, predominant nose. He is 
@ heavy man, square of shoulder and above 
meqluin height He dresses carelessly and 
has no voice save that of a bitter tongue— 
hereditary in the Cecils. 

His life has not been without romance. 

He has been a col a journalist, a re- 
viewer, and has been a successful hewer of 
his own iortune. He 1s the best type of the 
English aristocrat, and when you get a good 
one of that class you get about the best man 
made, while a bad aristocrat 13 as fatuously 
bad as they make them. He was a younger 
gon of the second marquis of Salisbury and 
jis a lineal descendent of two Inen W210, 
three hundred years ago, were successively 
misters of Elizabeth and “n iles -~ A nate 
ef this sort is not withouti 
land. He began his career with little but his 
historic name and a university education. 
At Oxford he did not distinguish himself, 
though he won a fellowship. With the fel- 
lowship to support him, Lord Robert Arthur 
Taibot Gascoigne Cecil, as he was then, set 
out for Australia and New Zealand, As & 
colonist the chief thing he raised was a 
beard. He returned to London and set up as 
aman of letters. He a trenchant pen 
and became a political writer, It is said— 
but such things are always said—that he 
would have made the great journalist of his 
dey. 
His plans of life, however, were entirely 
changed by the death of his e.der brother, 
Lord Cranbourne. He suceeeded to this 
title, * courtesy ene, and became heir to the 
Salisbury title and estates." He was then 
thirty eight years of ag?, a young man, us 
political Mfe is reckoned in England. A 
year after he entered the house of lords 
Dicraeii became p rime » minister for the first 
time and Lord Salisbury was intrusted with 
the conservative interests in the 
hovse. There is no doubt that there was al- 
ways a bitter ri betw these two 
men. Indeed, it could hardly be expected 
that Salisbury, doggedly English and arisio- 
cratic to finger tips, a conservative by 
generations of heredity, should fe?l much 
syinpathy for Disracli, an adventurer, an 
actor, a Hebrew, un-Enelish in appearance 
and in mei make-up. They qQuarreied 
often, and in 1847 Lord Salisbury (then Lord 
Cranvourne) deserted his chief during the 
troublous debates on the reform bill. 

by hen, in isi, Disraeii died, there Was 
much discussion as to hi essor. At 
lisbury had by means 
in his party which made 
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man. And it has gained tinis success in spite 
of the. wonderful influence of Gladstone. 
How much this is due to Lord Salisbury is 
still a question. He has had admirable lieu- 
tenants, To the late Lord Randolph Chureh- 
il] a large measure of the popularity of the 
party was due. His “radical conservatism”’ 
was timely, It swung the workingmen into 
line. Today his right-hand man is Arthur 
James KBalfour, who will again serve as 
leader in the lower house. Balfour (he ig 
Sabisbury’s nephew) is one of the brainiest 
men in England. The not wanting 
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alisbury, of course, will take the 
portfoli oO for ‘oreign affairs in his new cabi- 
net. A British foreign minister needs to be 
much more = in a mere diplomatist. The 
ablest and most prominent diplomatists in 
the queen's service are, in fact, only in- 
etruments in his hands. If only the British 
isles were to be considered, his post would 
be comparatively a sinecure. Iut what he 
has to understand and bear constantly in 
mind are the several and collective interests 
of all the diverse and widely scattered 
parts of the empire. Often, when he is con- 
ducting some tedious negotiation with a 
continental power on an apparently trivial 
question, the object which he realiy has {n 
view is connected with the future safety or 
welfare of some distant dependency. Prac. 
tically he controls all outside affairs of the 
empire, and the minister of war, the secre- 
tary of state for the colonies, and even the 
first lord of the admiralty, are only coad- 
jutors of his. That is why Lord Salisbury 
has always contended that the office of min- 
ister of foreign affairs ought to be held by 
the head of the government. Before his 
time it was customary for the premier to be 
first lord of the treasury, on the theory 
that he ought to hold the purse strings. But 
Lord Salisbury has always taken the ground 
that the most Important office in the cabi- 
ret, in the modern position of the British 
empire, is that of foreign minister, and that 
he is quite as well able to control the purse | 


strings through a trusted colleague as he 
would if he himself administered the 
treesury. A revent biographer writes: 

“At home, while Lord Salisbury’s great 
merits as a forelgn minister are very gener- 
aily acknowledged, he has never gained 
popularity in the ordinary sense. The aris- 
tocracy swear by him, and the great mass 
ct the workingmen have a genuine admira- 
tion for But the lower middle class, the 
small tradesmen, and the mere mob do not 
like him at all. As for him, he despises 
them too heartily to have any resentment 
against them, and he is far too proud to 
Nake any effort to conciliate them. He nev- 
er shrinks from eupressing his contempt for 
them and theirs views of public life, and he 
is at any time ready to retire rather than to 
be indebted to them for a single vote. He is 
not an eloquent speaker, but he is 60 bold 
and clear, and in dealing with his oppo- 
nents ne has such a cutting wit, that his 
Speeches are always eagerly Hstened to and 
read. He is not uncommonly charged with 
bad taste in his epigrams, as, for instance, 
When he said, apropes of William O’Brien 
and Dillon’s flight from bail and Parnell’s 
Catastrophe: ‘It is a curious thing about 
Irith nationalist leaders that they are al- 
Ways escaping, Sometimes they escaped by 
Water ami Sometimes by the fire escape.’ 
But he cares nothing for such accusations. 
‘He says whatever he pleases, and if his 
foes don’t ‘ike it, so much the worse for 
them, 

‘Ti private life Lord Salisbury is a prince 
ly noble in ali respects, a magnificent host, 
an excellent landlord, and a firm and cordial 
friend. He has entertained Queen Victoria 
a* Hatfield house, his splendid seat in Hert- 
{crdshire.as his ancestors entertained Queen 
Klizabeth under the same roof, and last 
yeer he entertained the German emperor 
there. But to see him at his best it is nec- 
essary to be at one of his home parties, 
When he surrounds himself with his neigh- 
bors and friends from all parts of the coun- 
try. and comes out strong in his true char 
acter cf ‘a fine old English gentleman, one 
of the ciden time.’ He loves good eating 
and dringing, puts away a bottle of old port 
after dinner, in defiance of his hereditary 
gout, and is not ashamed of a few gener- 
ous old English vices. But noblesse oblige 
is his rule of life, and he never departs 
from it. For years past his health has com- 
pelied him to live in the south of France in 
winter and the villa Cecil is becoming al- 
most as well known in connection with his 
name as Hatfield. He is, next to the prince 
of Wales, the most popular Englishman in 
France.’ 

Lord Salisbury’s chicf defect as a leader 
{is und subtedly his lack of what in Mr. Glad- 
stone is calied magigetism. Even in his in- 
tercourse with the followers by whom he 1s 
iminediately surrounded, he its prevented by 
a ccrtain reserve, not so much of manner as 
of temperament, from establishing those 
relations of cordiality which modern party 
leaders usually seek to create.

A Prominent Alabamian Well Known 
Here, Passes Away. 

The news of the death of Major W. H. 
Ketchum, of Mobile, which occurred at his 
home on the 25th, will bring regret to many 
Atlenta friends. The New Orleans Pic 
ayune gives these interesting facts concern- 
ing his life: 

“Major Ketchum came from a distingulish- 
ed family, and was born in Augusta, Ga., 
in 1821, where his parents at that time re- 
sided, and moving to Mobile in 18387, they 
took a prominent position. Major Ketchum’'s 
&randfather was a general in the Eng- 
lish army. On the other hand, one of the 
connections of his family was a signer 
the declaration of independence. The 
mother of Major Ketchum, was a Miss 
Griffith, a lineal descendant of Lewellyn 
ap Griffith, one of the ancient princes of 
Wales. She had four other sons, Colden 
Cadwallader, Charles K., George A. and 
John R. Ketchum. Of these one only now 
Survives, Dr. George A. Ketchum. He was 
a volunteer in the Mexican war, and serv- 
el with distinction at the siege of Vera 
Cruz and other battles. He returned after 
the war and commanded the Alabama State 
artillery, 
grew to a’ company 150 strong and _ drill- 
ed as infantry. When the civil war began 
Major Ketchum organized and commanded 
Ketchum’s battery, participating in the bat- 
tles of Shiloh and Farmington. For his 
bravery at Shiloh he was promoted to chief 
of artillery, with the rank of major, in 
Canty’s brigade, where he commanded 
thrde batteries of artillery, participating 
in ‘ne battles of Resaca, Gassville and New 
Hove Church, and surrendering with the 
army at Meridian, Miss. He was engaged 
in the cotton business for many years, hav- 
ing been associated with Joyn WI. Pope, Col- 
onel T. K. Irwin, Major W. DPD. Berry and 
others. He was an excellent business man, 
public spirited and liberal. The funeral 
will take place from Christ church, Episc>- 
pal, tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock. Ma- 
jor Ketchum leaves a daughter, Mrs. B. C. 
DeLeon, of _Atlanta.

The Water for the Exposition Lake. 


Atlanta, Ga., June 29.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: An injustice {n done the water de- 
Partment of the city in what has bee “ 
printed on the subject of filling the lake 
the exposition grounds. The laying of fe 
large sixteen-inch main from the old wa- 
ter works and which is to be laid through 
North avenue, has nothing whatever to 
do with the matter. The laying of the 
Sixteen-inch main through North avenue 
is a part of the original plan of distribu- 
tion adopted several years ago, when the 
new water works were built on the north 
sida of the city, and «oft the plan of dis- 
tribution had to turned round so as to 
face the other way, and would have been 
laid if the exposition had nevér been 
thought of. The water department has long 
been alive to the subejct of filling this lake. 
I Knew that it was a difficult matter and 
had to be provided for with discretion and 
forethought. As long ago as last fall [ 
began to urge the exposition people to make 
preparations beforehand to hill the lake; ag 
One of the first things to be begun instcud 
of the last. On the 10th of November, 1814, 
I wrote Mr. Grant Wilkins an urgent let- 
ter on the subject and containing a recom- 
mendation that the lake be partly filled 
dur.ng the winter by catching water from 
the winter rains. We finished the laying of 
One of the additional six-inch mains 
through one of the streets so as to connect 
the water system with the margin of the 
exposition grounds, and iis was ready and 
finished about the middie ol Apri o1 
present year, and on the ivth of April, 
i wrote President Collier a letter 
fying him of the fact that the main 
ready with the Water in it und that we 
were ready to commence delivering it, and 
afuin urging the necessity of prompt ac tion. 
(on visiting the grounds one day this week 
1 found that the excavations and grading 
tor the lake had sti: 1 not been tinished and 
called on the exposition directors in person 
and aiso wrote tresident Collier another 
letter. I have a reply trom kim today in 
which he states that ‘‘the grading in the 
lake will be tinished today and we would bo 
ready to turn the Water on tomorrow but 
for the tact that we have been delayed with 
the Anniston pipe works on account of some 
valves which were ordered sometime since.”’ 
Hie adds in a postscript at the colse of 
the letter that since writing it information 
had been received that the valves had ar- 
rived, 90 that the water is now expected 
to begin to flow into the lake on Monday, 
or so soon as the city council shall have 
taken the necessary preliminary action, au- 
thorizing the water board, which is the 
mere agent of the city, to take so important 
a step.

According to the latest reports from 
our consuls, China {s America’s princi- 
pal foreign. market for cotton 
Last year we shipped to that country 
DY.O00,000 yards, or nearly twice as 
much as we sent to Brazil. The total 
value of our cotton exports amounted 
to $14,000,000, China taking about 
$2,600,000 of the whole, 

The recent war caused this 
fall off considerably, but it is again re- 
Viving. China consumes an enormous 
quantity of cotton cloth, her purchases 
from England amounting some years to 
500,000,000 yards. 

Besides cotton goods, we 
China $2,000,000 worth of petroleum 
annually, various kinds of machinery, 
sewing machines, agricultural imple- 
ments, furniture, lard, butter, hams and 
other meat products. The introduction 
of railways will doubtless cause the 
Chinese to buy many million dollars’ 
worth of locomotives from us in the

Plans for the Electrical Fountain at the 
Exposition Accepted, 


AND THE CONTRACT HAS BEEN LET 


A Description ofthe Superb Electrioal Ar- 
rangement Which Will Dazzle the 
Visitors tothe Exposition. 


The plans bof Mr. Luther BStieringer, 
consulting electrical engineer of the expo- 
Bition, for an electric luminous fountain 
Were accepted by the exposition authori- 
ties yesterday, and contracts have been 
Closed for a considerable portion of the con- 
Struction work. 

Mr. Stieringer was the designer of the 
electrical fountain at the world’s Colum- 
bian exposition at Chicago, and many of 
Our people have pleasant recollections of 
the beautiful effects there attained by him. 

An inspection of the plans for the At- 
fanta exposition shows that Mr. Stieringer 
has provided for a twin luminous electrical] 
fountain of original design on a larger 
ecale than anything heretofore projected, 
Many new features will be introduced, and 
the best features of previous fountains will 
giso be provided. 

The water display will consist of wheat 
sheaves, ring curtains, rings of geysers, 
Oscillators, lily jets, large jand smail para- 
bolas and also a mist bank.and a mammoth 
Beyser. The mist bank is an entirely new 
feature in hydraulic effects, enveloping the 
fountain area in a dense mist of spray, 
which, when illuminated, will furnish a 
gmiost striking display of variegated colors. 

To attain the countless hydraulic effects 
of which the fountain is capable a perfect 
network of pipes is required to distribute 
the water necessary to supply the 2,100 
orifices which may be called into play in 
Producing the various combinations men- 
tioned above. This water is furnished to 
the fountain at 100 pounds pressure 
through a sixteen-inch main having a ca- 
pacity of 15,0% gallons a minute, by the 
pumps of the Worthington Pump Company, 
of New York, whose comprehensive exhibit 
in machinery hall will be one of the most 
interesting displays at the exposition. 

The illuminative features of an electric 
fountain form its great attraction, and 
in this respect the Atlanta fountain will 
excel any of its predecessors. To secure 
the above result twenty-three of the most 
powerful electric lamps will be utilized, ach 
one of which ts estimated to give a beam 
of light of 250,000 candle power. When 


these be&ams are projected through highly’ 


colored glass into the myriad streams of 
water arising from the fountain the effect 
cannot fail to be most beautiful and strik- 
ing. 

‘the site finally selected for the fountain 
is in the center of the grand basin, oppo- 
Site machinery hall, and for this location 
the plans of the designer were especially 
drawn. «his site presents numerous nat- 
ural advantages which have not been en- 
Joyed by any prior fountains. When in po- 
sition the fountain will be plainly observa- 
ble from base to apeX-from almost every 
goint on the exposition grounds, and as 
the people cannot walk on the water, they 
will be compelled by force of cirucmstances 
to reaffze the truth of the fact that ‘‘dis- 
tance lends enchantment to the view.’’ 
The mirror effect produced by the refiec- 
tion of the fountain in the waters of the 
Jake will also be of the most unique and 
beautiful description and will be a dis- 
tinctive feature never before realized at 
any of the great expositions. 

Rising from the surface of the lake, the 
fountain structure containing the operating 
chamber will present the appearance 
of a halt submerge@” -recky~ itrtend 
of irregular form, having a length of lu 
feet and extreme width of fifty feet, 

In addition to its evening displays, the 
fountain is designed to be operated during 
the daytime with a reduced volume of 
water, though still capable of pleasing 
combinations. 

In order that the construction of the 
fountain may be completed in ample time 
for the opening of the exposition, several of 
the contracts have already been let, it be- 
ing the intention to have the work done 
by Atlanta parties so far as practicable. 

George F. Glaskin & Co. have the con- 
tract for the piping and general hydraulic 
work. The timber construction will be in 
charge of J. H. Shadden and Moncriet, 
Dowman & Co. will furnish the sheet iron 
work. A contract will soon be closed for 
the shafting and gearing. Contracts for 
the electrical equipment, which is exten- 
sive and of special character, will be let as 
goon as possible.

The New York Bark Statement. 


New York, June 29.—The New York Fi- 
Nancier says this week: ‘‘The amount of 
surplus cash ix: New York banks was re- 
duced $2,318,328 Guring the week ending 
June 29th, the total now standing $34,226,925. 
No better illustration of the improved con- 
dition of business is needed than to recall 
the fact that the excess reserve for the 
corresponding week last year was $74,794,525, 
with total loans of $470,044,100. The increase 
in loans, therefore, has been $43,378,200 and 
the decrease in the reserve $40,378,200. The 
present loan volume exceeds all previous 
records and a few weeks cortinuance of 
Statements such as have been issued by the 
clearing house banks lately would, under 
natural conditions, send up the money rate 
to a figure more in harmony with the situa- 
tion. Unfortunately for the banks, how- 
ever, such an advance is impossible. The 
decrease of $3,324,( in specie and legals 
for the current week coming in the face of 
the fact that interior money is still being 
added to the deposits of the New York 
banks, was due to the bond syndicate, 
which used over $6,000,000 in completing its 
payments to the treasury. Had it not been 
for that the reserve would have shown an 
increase. Anether circumstance which will 
operate adversely on the money rate is the 
fact that the bond syndicate owes the 
banks eighteen or twenty millions of dol- 
lars for gold advanced and this is to be 
paid shortly. It is not expected at the 
July dividend payments, which will be un- 
usually heavy this: month, will be large 
enough to affect the market under such 
conditions, and the anomaly of ‘record- 
breaking loans and minimum rates of in- 
terest will probably last for some time.

Today’s features—The bulls in Liverpool 
Were buying today and the fact caused the 
rise there, much to the disappointment of 
the beurs ‘here and to the surprise of even 
some of the bulls. The Liverpool advance 
Was the most potent influence in lifting 
prices here. New Orleans was stronger, 
and there was a good spot trade here. ‘Tne 
continent bought futures, and so did some 
local operators. The Chroni¢le’s reports as 
to the crop conditions were on the whole 
favorable, but they had no influence to- 
day, being merely confirmatory of private 
advices received during the week. The out- 
look in Texas and Louisiana is still far 
from favorable, even though there has been 
some improvement within a week or ten 
days. And the local market responds read- 
ily to the bullish news from any source. 
The bank clearings in this country during 
the past week have been over 5o per cent 
larger than during the same week last year, 
and about the same as in the corresponding 
week of 1892, showing a surprising gain, 
not only as compared with the figures of 
last year, but also as compared with those 
of 1892. For a long period the 1894 and 158%9o 
figures of bank clearings were far below 
those of 1892, and this week's comparison, 
therefore, shows in a very striking way the 
great expansion of business in this country 
within a short time.

Riordan & Co.'s Cotton Letter. 


New York, June 29.—(Special,)—A rather 
tame speculation in cotton during the week 
just ended leaves prices a few points 
lower than on Saturday last, but with the 
feeling among the bulls rather more cheer- 
ful owing to the improved demand for 
spots both here and in Liverpool. August 
opened at 6.84, receded to 6.81 on sales to 
realize profits, then rallied to 6.86 and closed 
at’6.8376.84, with the tone steady. The mar- 
ket remains exceedingly sensitive to crop 
prospects as daily reported from the var- 
fous sections of the cotton belt. Our own 
conviction, based upon careful comparison 
of trustworthy information from many 
points in the south, is that the crop as a 
whole is the latest that we have had for 
many years; that the plant in mgny im- 
portant districts is small and puny, showing 
too plainly the effects of a lack of ferti- 
lizers; that large tracts of cotton lands in 
Texas and elsewhere in the southwest are 
badly choked with grass, and that the 
crop as ft stands is unusually liable to be 
cut down by drought in July or August and 
by an early killing frost. At the same 
time, everything in the trade outlook indi. 
cates that the demand for cotton this sea- 
scn will be unprecedented. But the bears 
ridicule all these considerations, They are 
relying upon the fact that the visible sup- 
ply at the end of August will probably be 
the largest of, record, and they insist that 
@ good season henceforward will repair all 
the damage that the crop has so far suffer- 
ed and give another large yield. We can- 
not agree in this view. We think the 
chances are that before six weeks have 
passéd the idea about the crop now prev- 
alent among the bear traders will have 
been materially modified, and that higher 
prices will have changed most of the bears 
of today into sanguine bulls.

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CHAPTER XXIV.—Concluded. 


Wat had just arrived with my mother | 


and littl Margaret of Glenvernock, who, 
winding herself about her heart, had be- 
come as her own child to her.

FIVE FOR PUGH’S PLACE. 


The Senator Himself Will Be a Can- 
didate for Re-Election. 
Montgomery, Ala.; June 27.—(Special.)— 
The political situation in Alabama has been 
considerably gummed up of late. The 
wisest prognosticators have taxed their 
brains to find out what the. slates would 
be, or even approximately what they would 
be. It is acknowledged that the gold 
standard democrats will have a candidate 
for governor and one for United States 
senator, as will the ‘democratic bimetal- 
lists. Neither side can afford to have 
more than one candidate for each of the 
offices, and just here is where the trouble 

comes in. 

Three prominent Cleveland democrats are 
entered by the gossips for one or the 
other of the jobs, and three egually as con- 
spicuous bimetallists. The” former are 
Governor William C. Oates, Congressman 
Richard BM. Clark and Hon. H. C. Tomp- 
kins. The latter are Senator James L. 
Pugh, Congressman John H. Bankhead 
and Captain Joseph F. Johnston. 

The trouble seems now to be in the ar- 
rangement of the two slates. All parties 
are said to figure that the senatorship is 
the best job, and all six, it is said, want it. 
It is lobby talk that the administration 
manipulators have been moving heaven 
and earth to prevail on Governor Oates to 
accept a second nomination. They argue 
to him, it is stated, that it is customary 
and proper for a governor of Alabama to 
serve two terms and that it will greatly 
simplify the situation for him to consent. 
Governor Oates tells them, so the talk 
goes,’that he had promised the people that 
he would ask them for only one term as 
their executive—in fact that he had an- 
nounced on the stump that he would be a 
candidate for the senate at the expiraiion 
of his term. It is charged that the ad- 
ministration men meet this objection by 
assuring the governor that they will square 
him with the people on this score by’ hav- 
ing it announced that the demand on him 
to run ‘again was so unanimous that it 
could not be withstood, and that he had, 
therefore, sacrificed his personal ambition 
to be senator at the wish of and for tne 
good of the democracy. The governor 
tells them, iteis said, that he don’t propose 
to be run off of the track—that he -s a 
candidate for the senate and will not take 
anything else—that he was the tirst goldbug 
entry and that he will claim his rights. 
It is whispered that Congressman Clark 
has the pull with the powers that be at 
WashingtonSthat they have arranged that 
he shall be the ‘‘sound money’’ candidate 
for the senate. This, however, is doubted 
by many. It is said that Clark figures 
that he elected Governor Oates to his 
present high office by snatching Mobile 
county @rom Johnson's grasp, and that the 
governor should now be magnanimous 
enough to Keep out of Las way, especially 
when the administration at Washington is 
backing him.

Joanston’s way of tninking on the 
money question, the captain naturally does 
not throw any in his way.

‘The Constitu- 
tion's correspondent asked him what he 
was going to tell the boys about politics 
when he went back home, 

“I’m going to tell them that Clark and 
Bankhead will match lances for the senaie, 
and that Joe Johnston and some good, con- 
servative, sound money man who has not 
been spoken of far—some man like D. 
P. Bestor, of Mobile—will make the race 
for the democratic nomination for gov- 
ernor. That's what I am going to tell 
the boys,’ said the old solon, and his 
judgment is about as good as anybody's 
as to Alabama politics. 

Hon. Frank Pettus, of Dallas, the present 
president of the Alabama senate, has been 
importuned to make the race for gevernor. 
He has taken no strong stand on either 
side of the financial question and it has 
been suggested he would be a good man 
to compromise on. Mr. Pettus has a safer 
shot as it stands, however. If Governor 
Oates is re-elected and is subsequently 
elevated to the senate, or if Captain 
Johnston should be elected governor and 
later called to the senate, President Pettus 
would fall heir to the governor's seat. His 
friends here believe he knows a good thing 
when he sees it.

Foreclosure proceedings were then brought, 
which were not prosecuted until 1888, Tater 
the company obtained a judgment of fore- 
closure and sale, and the property was ad- 
vertised to be sold. The contention of the 
contractors was that this ruined their 
credit, so that they were unable to borrow 
money to complete the hotel. The New 
York Life bought in the property in the 
foreclosure proceedings, which resulted in 
Wiping out all the interest of the contrac- 
tors, and alsd the interest of John C. 
Campbell, who —. put a large amotint of 
money in the enferprise. All the claims 
were assigned to the heirs of William 
Campvell.

THE GREAT COMMODORE FROM DELAWARE 


The Hero of Plattsburg Bay Was Not Only a Famous Officer, 
But Was a True Christian Gentleman. : : : : :

Thomas Macdonough may be called the 
young commodore, for he was an acting 
commodore at the age o*% thirty-one, when | 
the modern naval officer is in the most 
subordinate grades of rank. It is truly 
astonishing, though, what wonders were 
accomplished by mén in the-r first man- 
hood in the early days of the American 
navy, and Macdonough had seen as much 
sery.ce aS most veterans befure his tWeh- 
ty-first birthday. He was a eon of a 
revelutionary officer and was born in Dela- 
ware in 1783. His ditident and retiring 
disposition was early muarked—but unde! 
it lay. the most daring courage and ta cool- 
ness in time of danger that has never been 


excelbed, ndeed, Macdonough’s character 
as au officer and a man is as nearly perfect 
as could be imagined, and when h's great 
tulents are considered he may well be held 


up as a type of what the American naval 
officer Should be. He entered the navy in 
Is, When he was seventeen, which was 


rather old for a midshipman in those days. 


hie had enjoyed a good education for his 
years and remained a close student all his 
life. He was deeply, but not obtrusivelye 
relig.ous, and no living numan being ever 


heard a low or profane word from his [ips. 


A Gallant Midshipman. 


Such a young man as Thomas Micdon- 
oveh must make his mark early, and from 
the first his commanding officers reposed 
the greatest confidence in him. We was 
ordered to the Philadelphia, under Cuptain 
Bainbridge, when Commodore Preble went 
out in Lbsv3 to reduce the African pirates. 
He happened to have been “Jetached from 
the ‘Phiuadelphia, and in iilmalid of a 
prize at Gib.aiiar, wheu the unfortunate 
ship went upon the rocks near Tripoli, 
October 31, 1803; and he thus escaped the 
lohg captivity of his shipmates. He re. 
ported promptly to Commodore Preble and 
Was assigned to the Mnuterprise schooner, 
under Decatur, then a young lifutenant 
commandant of less than tweity-tive 


years. It may be imagined. that no oificer 
in the Mediterranean squadron feit a more 
@rdent desire than Macdonecugh to rescue 
Bainbridge and his men, and ts destroy 
the Philadelphia, “ over which flew the 
Tripolitan flag. Secret letters written in 
lemon ju-ce were ex ‘hanged between Com- 
modore Prebie and Captain Bainbridge, 
and the impr.soned Americans knew that 
their companions <i arms. were straining 
every nerve for an attack on Tripoli. At 
last, Decatur organized his celebrated ex- 
pedition in the Retch Intrepid, and among 
the eleven officers he selected for th it 
Slorious enterprise was Maecdonough. At 
that t.me Macdonough was still a mi iship- 
Man. He was tall and very slender. never 
having been physically strong in his life; 
but he was, even then, a man for dhe post 


of danger. 


x, he Retch set off on the 3d of February, 
from syracuse, and returned on the 19th, 
Hhav.ng in that time entered the well- 


Suarded harbor of Tripoli by night, burned 
ine Mnthadelphia at her moorings and 
escaped without losing a man. This great 
“wchievement was the beg uning ot the 
nplete overthrow of the piratical powers 
of ime Alrican coast. 

Young Courage. 

Macdonough shared in all the glory of 
those splendid Campaigns, and received the 
thanks and commendation of his superiors 
besides promotion. In 1806 he was made 
first Neutenant of the Siren, one of the 
Smart brigs that had done good service 
aguring the Tripolitan war. She was at 
Gibraltar, where the British navy is always 
very much in evidence, and Macdonough, 
the mild and forbearing, soon had a change 
of showing the stuff that was in him. One 
day while his cOmmanding officer, Captain 
Sinith, was on shore, Macdonough noticed 
a boat going from a heavy British. frigate 
that lay close by to an American me chant 
vessel, When the boat repassed the Siren, 
on her way back to the frigate, she carried 
one more man than she carred on leaving 
the frigate. In those days, if a British 
captain suspected an American 
vessel of having a British 
the crew, it Was common enough to seize 
the man, and when once on board a British 
ship it mattered little whether he were 
American or British—there he had to stay. 
Macdonough suspected this to be the case 
and sent a boat on board the brig to ask if 
aman had been taken and if he were an 
Amerigan. Such was actually reported. 
Macdonough at once ordered the first cut- 
ter lowered and although she only pulled

A frigate, called the 
Saratoga, and meant for the commodore’s 
flagship, was begun, with several smeller 
vessels, an@ so rapidly did they progress 
that only a few weeks from the t'me the 
trecs were cut down in the forest the ves- 
sels were launched and being inade ready 
for their guns. These had to be drag zed 
many hundreds of miles through a patnless 
wilderness, such as the northern and west- 


ern part of New York. was then. It was 
dificult, but still it could be done.

The captain seeing nothing was to be got 
out of the resolute young Lieutenant, left 
the ship, but was pulled toward the mer- 
chant ship. Macdonough had a boat lowered 
which followed the British boat, watching 
her until she returned to the frigate. This 
action not only won the good opinion of the 
captain and other officers and men of the 
Siren, but of the British oflieers as well, 
who knew how to respect a man cf such 
resolute courage. 

Building a Navy. 

At the outbreak of the war witn Great 
Britain in 1812 Macdonough was a captain, 
though not yet thirty years of age. His was 
not: the fortune of Decatur, Stewart and

building, when it seemed impossible to move 
a step farther. There were no roads and 
the cables had been brought in ox wagons, 
which now came to a complete standstill. 
No one knew what to do until an old sailor 
proposed that they should stretch each 
cable its whole length and men stationed 
ten yards apart should shoufder and carry 
it the forty miles remaining, and this was 
actually done. 

Meanwhile, the British had not been idle, 
and they, too, «n the other side of the 
lake, had built a frigate, call the Conflance, 
that was heavier than the Saratoga, and 
they had other smaller vessels. Their com- 
manding officer, Captain Downie, was a 
worthy antagonist of Commodore Macdon- 
eugh and about the same age, while the 
British vessels were manned by seasoned 
sailors, many of whom had served under 
Nelson and Collingwood. 

A Battle in the Bay. 

Early in September, 1814, both squadrons 
Leing ready to fight, Commodore Macdon- 
cough chose his porition with a seaman’s 


eve in Plattsburg bay. Here he anchored 
with his flagship, the Saratoga, fuarded 


cn one side by the Eagle and on the other 
by the Ticonderoga, both small vessels, 
while farther on were the Preble and ten 
small gunboats. On the llth of September, 
i8i4, a brillant Sunday morning, just at 
suprise, the dazzling white top sails of the 
tritish fleet were seen passing along the 
reck Of land called Cumberland Head, 
which juts into the bay. The American 
guard boat pulled in, all hands were called 
to quarters in the American squadron, and 
an American ensign was set at every mast- 


head. Then on board the flagship was 
made the signal for divine service, and 
Commodore Macdenough, Kneeling upon 


his quarter deck, surrounded by his oflicers 
and in hearing of his men, with every 
head bared, read the prayers appointed 
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to be read before a fight at sea. After 
this brief but solemn act, all awaited the 
onset with steadiness and cheerfulness. 
Commodore Macdonough had moored his 
ships so admirably that the British were 
compelled to approach him “bows on’’—a 
very dangerous method to meet a skillful 


eremy. On heard the Confiance. Captain 
Downie could be plainly distinguished in 
the bright morning light, his breast cov- 
ered with medals, gloriously earned. On 
cume the British, in very noble style, dis- 
regarding one or two broadsides from the 
Vessels at the end of the American Ime. 
J;ut the Linnet, of the British fleet, chose 
to reply, and thundered out a_ broadside, 


all but one shot falling short. This 


Shot, thouzh, struck a chicken on 
the Ticonderoga’s deck, and smashed ft,

The game cock, 


delighted to get his liberty, jumped upon 


a gumslide and uttered a jong, loud and 
defiant crow at the British vessel, which 
he scemed to think had directed her whole 


| broadside at him. The Americans burst 
j into three ringing cheers, delighted with 
, the game cock’s courage, which he proved 


further by flying up into the rigging and 
cic wing vociferovsly all the time the Brit- 
ish were advancing. 

The Contiance came on steadily until just 
abreast of the Saratoga, when Commodore 
Macdonough -himself lighting a twenty-four 
pounder, fire€ the first effective gun of the 
battle. In a little while the Confiance came 
to anchor and then both ships appeared 
like sheets of fire: A terrible cannonade was 
kept up between the two flagships and 
the Saratoga had in addition, to stand the 
raking broadsides of the Linnet as well. 
Early in the engagement Captain Downie 
was mortally wounded, and three tines 
was Macdonough knocked sens®less to the 
deck, but each time he rose none whe worse 
fer a few cuts and bruises. 

‘ Brilliant Seamanship. 

The guns on the Saratoga were disab'ed 
one by one, and at iast there was not a 
Single gun available on her engaged side, 
While the slaughter among her men had 
been frightful. In this awful extremity 
Commodore Macdonough = determined to 
“wind” his ship, which means to turn the 
Ship completely around so that she ceuld 
use her uninjured batteries. This difficult 
but brilliant maneuver was executed with 
the utmost coolness and soon she sprung 
a new broadside on the Confiance. ‘Chis was 
too much for the British Ship, and after 
repeated and most desperate assaults on the 
end of the American line, the British were 
forced to surrender within two hours of 
the firing of the first shot. Of the s ven- 
teen British ensigns that had floated proud- 
ly in the morning air not one was left at 
nightfall. The fighting had been terrible ana 
Some of the British sailors who had been 
at Trafalgar declared that the fighting 
there was not a patch on that at Platts- 
burg bay. 

Nothing could exceed Macdonough’s mag- 
nanimity to the British officers, who in 
their report of the battle spoke of it feel- 
ingly. He returned them their swords, and 
his first act after receiving their surrender 
Was to have all the British wounded trans- 
ported to his own hospital ‘at Crabs isa-W 


and to see that they received every ki®#- 
ness and attention. 
The American officers and men were 


overjoyed, as might have been expected, 
and and old sailor on the Saratoga, who 
had worked and fought all during the 
battle and had been slightly wounded sey- 
eral times, was seen mopping his face de- 
lightedly while calling out to one of his 
messmates: “‘Ah, Jack, this is the best fun 
I've had this war!’ 

The country received with delight the 
news of the gallant victery, and Mac- 
donough was thanked by congress, pro- 
moted and given a sword. The staie of 
Vermont gave him an estate overlooking 
the scene of his victory, and many states 
and towns made him presents. Macdon- 
ough bere all these honors with character- 
istic modesty and simplicity, and, instead 
of being elated by them, tears came into 
his eyes on speaking of what his country 
had hestowed upon him. 

Soon after this peace was declared and 
Macdoneough returned again to service on 
the oceam His health had alwa been 
delicate, and. aS years passed on grew 
| more so. But he continued to go to Sea, 
' and did his full duty as always. Im 1825 
' he was in command of the glorious old 
Constitution as his flagsnip on the Med- 
iterranean station. She had been splendid. 
ly refitted,’sailed admirably, both on and 
off the wind, and, as the sailors said, 
‘looked like a rew fiddle.”” He made his 
last cruise in this noble ship. -.41s health 
rapidly declined and on his way home 
from the Mediterranean he died and was 
buried at sea on the 0th of November, 


1825.

An Old-Time Minister. 
The pastor of a New England church a 


eentury and a half ago was often a dili- 
gent and successful farmer. He needed 
whatever his well-managed acres could 
add to his support, for his salary was 
small. That of the Rev. Jonas Clark, who 
was ordained pastor of the First Parish 
church of Lexington, in 1775, was eighty 
pounds sterling and twenty cords of wood. 
The money was often so depreciated as 
to be worth little more than the wood. 
An interesting sketch of his life, and inci- 
dentally of the village life of the time, 
is contributed to The Unitarian Review: 

“At plowing, planting, hoeing, haying, 
harvesting and cider-making, Mr. Clark 
worked with his own hands and had the 
help of. his boys. Through the season, 
from the first peep of dawn till dusky eve, 
he was at work in the garden or the field, 
at the woodpile, in the bern, or in the 
study. His wife and daughters were equal- 
ly busy, spinning, weaving. caring for the 
dairy or making the clothing for twelve 
children. 

“When the town wished to instruct its 
representative in the general court or in 
the provincial congress, or when corre- 
spondence with committees of safety in 
oer towns was to be carried on, Mr. 
Clark was generally entrusted with the 
drawing up of the necessary papers. His 
house became a rallying place for the pa- 
triots of Middlesex county. He assisted in 
sending forward men and supplies from 
the town, through all the dreary years of 
the war. 

‘ie averaged fifty-six ecrmons a year 
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“in southwestern Ohio a few years ago. 
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during the fifty years of his ministry. These | 
were strong in logic, fearless in denuncia- |! 


tion of tyranny and wickedness, and tre- 
mendous in their length. 
has seen one of them which must have re- 
quired three hours for its delivery. It is 
recorded that he was emphatic in his man- 
ner and pounded the cushion without 
mercy. 7 

‘In 1792 Governor Hancock offered to give 
the society an elegant Bible for the pulpit, 
if the church would consent to its being 
read as a part of the service, as it evi- 
dently Had not been up to that time. Mr. 
Clark announced the proposed gift to ‘is 
congregation and asked them to take action 
in the matter. 

“One ef the deacons arose and said that 
he apprehended the innovation would not 
be acceptable if it should increase the 
length of the service, as the people were 
anxious to go their chores before dark. 
Mr. 


Clark promised that it should not. 
The Bible was accordingly accepted, and 
the reading established «s a part of the 


church service.”’ 

Mr. Clark had a pair of fur gloves which 
he wore in winter while preaching. A slit 
in the thumb and forefinger of the right one 
enabled him to turn the leaves of his ser- 
mon readily. When it was first proposed to 
put stoves into the meeting house, the pro 
ject was stubbornly resisted, and one man 
was so grievously offended that - refuse 
to enter the church again. After the stoves 
were put in, a lady actually fainted on ac 
cougt of the oppressive heat, although 1 
wog a cold day. She was not a little cha- 
ge4ned on learing that no fire had bee! 
kindled in the stoves. 

Mr. Clark was a companion to his boys. 
Thev toiled together in the fields. They set 
nets tcgether for pigeons, and the minister 
carefully nected in his diary how many wer 
Cal ght. 

The president and professor of Harvaru 
collexe, brother ministers journeying to anc 
from Boston, the great Icaders of the pa- 
triotic cause, Samuel and John Adams, John 
Hancock, Joseph Warren and Governor 
Brooks, together with numerous 
aunts and cousins, were entertained under 
his hespitable roof. How food and lodgin: 
were found for such a multitude it puzzles 
us to comprehend. 

Mr. Clark’s fee for a Sunday’s preaching 
when supplying a vacant pulpit was $. For 
a wedding the fee was commonly $1. In ex- 
ceptional cases he received $2, but oftener 
only 50 cents. For a day’s labor on thi 
farm he paid 35 or 40 cents. Board was 31 
a week in the best families. A farm of fifty 
acres. with buildings rented for $40, It re 
quired two days’ labor to pay for a bushe! 
of corn, and threeedays’ labor for a pair of 
shoes. These details serve to show how 
hard were some of the conditions of lif 
then. 

Mr. Clark's diary ends with, ‘Finished 
haying today.’’ The parishioners came and 
gathered the harvest which he had sown, 


and the bright, soft days of the Indian sum. 


mer, November, 1805, were his last.
